III. Closing of 59th List of War Criminals . 

The Committee decided to issue a new Commission’s List No, 59 
whioh would include cases accepted by the Conmittee up to the 4th June 1947. 


IV. Case of General MARINOV - letter from the Bulgarian Government 


The Committee took note of a letter received from the Bulgarian 
Government dated 13th May, 1947, and decided that it did not call for any 
reply or further action. 


V. PRIORITY Liars . 

1) . Communication from J.A.G . 

The Conmittee took note of a letter ffcom Colonel Barratt, Office 
of the J.A.G., dated 29th May, 1947, in reply to Sir Robert Craigie's 
enquiry with regard to the Commission's First Priority List. 

Sir Robert, commenting on the last sentence of the letter, 
pointed out that Colonel Barratt gave no reason for his opinion that while 
the Priority Lists were excellent in principle, it was not felt that any 
useful purpose was likely to be served by the continuation of them 
so far as B.A.O.R. and B.T.A. were concerned. Before taking any decision 
on the matter therefore. Sir Robert said he would like to contact Colonel 
Barratt and ask him for an explanation, especially in view of his statement 
that the J.A.G, was still awaiting a reply from the various theatres. 

The Committee decided to postpone further consideration of 
this matter until the next meeting. 

2) . Priority Cases submitted by National Offices . 

Dr. LITAWSKI said that with regard to lists of priority cases 
so far received from the National Offices - it was apparent that the type 
. of a large number of cases submitted did not conform with the Conmission's 
reoonmendation. Whereas the Conmission had agreed to base the selection 
of such cases on the heinous nature of the crime committed, the National 
Offices were inclined rather to base their selection on the position or 
function of the accused. 

The Committee was of the opinion that since the Conmission 
had taken a decision on the type of cases which were to qualify as 
priority cases, it was the responsibility of its :.jjnbero to see that 
their National Offices oompliud with the Conmission's proposals. 

Accordingly, it was decided that the Secretary should forward the lists 
of cases to the representatives concerned pointing out that for the 
most part they did not conform to the type of cases proposed by the 
Conmission in it3 recormendation of 12th March, 1947, and requesting 
the representatives to select and submit only those cases where the crimes 
were of a really heinous nature.

Minutos of the meeting hold on 4th June, 1947* were approved. 


II. PRIORITY LISTS - (continuation of discussion) 

Referring to the discussion on this matter at the last meeting 
Sir Robert CRAIGIE informed tho Committee that he had boon in touch with 
tho Office of tho Judge Advocato General, and, in Colonel Barratt’s 
absence, had contacted Colonel Halso. Ho had explained to Colonel Halsc 
that the Oonrnssion was not pressing for any immediate results with 
regard to the apprehension of the persons listod in tho Priority Lists; 
it merely expressed the hope that the competent authorities would keep 
the few names concerned before them, bearing in mind that the persons 
wore guilty of particularly heinous crimos, and take whatever stops 
wore possible to trace them. 

Colonel Halsc had replied that after making further enquiries he 
thought tho Priority Lists might serve a useful purposo - and advised 
the Commission to continue v/ith thorn. Oolonol Halso had particularly 
urged, however, that the lists should be kept as short as possible - 
about t’./eltre names - and should bo concerned only with the most 
heinous crime3. 

In view of Colonel Halse's advice. Sir Robert said that he thought 
the. Ooranittee would have to be even more meticulous than hitherto 
in its selection of priority cases. 

Mr. KINTNER said he fully agreed that it was es3enfial that the 
Committee should exorcise greet care in its selection of priority 
cases. 











Dr. NEUMANN agreed that the lists should be kept as short as 
possible, but with regard to the priority lists submitted by the National 
Offices it was apparent that they seemed to bo more interested in the 
apprehension of high-ranking criminals rather than those who had 
oonmitted heinous crimes. In view of this, Dr. Neumann thought tho 
question should be put b of ore tho Oonmission. 

Dr. LITAWSKI obsorved that the Oonmittee had already taken a 
decision on that question at the lost mooting when it was agreed that 
the National Offices should be asked to make a furthor selection of 
oesos of tho typo recommended by tho Oonmission. Dr. Litawski added 
that tho high-ranking persons afforded tho loast difficulty to tho 
apprehending authorities as they wore well-known and easily identi¬ 
fiable, and os far os persons already included in tho published Lists 
were concerned, no purpose was ochiovcd in placing their names again 
on tho Priority Lists. 

Sir Rcfoort CRAIGIE agroed, adding that the purpose of the Priority 
List? woe to apprehend persons of lessor standing who were guilty of 
very sorioua atrocities, and, by means of those Lists, to draw special 
attention to such persons os distinct from tho great majority of 
war criminals. 

Mr. KINTNER said that tho United States Govemuent fully approved 
the principle of Priority Lists, but only on the basis of heinous crimes 
such as would shock tho conscience of humanity. His Government were 
not interested in any intensive search for a person simply on account of 
his rank or position, or because of certain political implications 
attached to his case. 

So far as Priority Lists submitted by the National Offices were 
concerned. Sir Robert CRAIGIE proposed that as they did not on the 
whole satisfy tho requirements of the Oaramittoe, tho Secretariat should 
inform the National Offices concerned of the Committee's dooision taken 
in this respect at its lost meeting, requesting them to reduce tho lists 
to tho necessary minimum. The Oanmittee would limit itself in the 
firct instance to future cases where the crimes were of such a heinous 
nature as to fully justify priority listing. The Lists would thus bo 
kept quite short and the apprehending authorities would thereby bo 
disposed to act upon thum. 

The Committee accepted Sir Robert Craigio's proposals.

II, PRIORITY LISTS - (continuation of the discussion) . 

Referring to the discussion on this matter at the last meeting 
Sir Robert CRAIGIE informed the Committee that he had been in touch with the Offiot 
of the Judge Advocate General, and, in Colonel Barratt's absenoe, had contacted 
Colonel Halse. He had explained to Colonel Halse that the Commission was not 
pressing for any inmediate results with regard to the apprehension of the persona 
listed in the Priority Lists; - if merely expressed the hope that the 
competent authorities would keep the few names concerned before them, bearing 
in mind that the persons were guilty of particularly heinous crimes, and take 
whatever steps were possible to trace them. 

Colonel Halse had replied that after making further enquiries he 
thought the Priority Lists might serve a useful purpose -> and advised the 
Conmission to continue with them. Colonel Halse had particularly urged, however^ 
that the lists should be kept as short as possible - about twelve names - and 
should be concerned only with the most heinous crimes. 

In view of Colonel Halse's advice. Fir Robert said that- he thou t iit the 
Committee would have to be even more meticulous than hitherto in its selection of 
priority cases. 

Mr. KINTNER said he fully agreed that it was essential that the 
Committee should exercise great care in its selection of priority cases. 
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Dr. NEUMANN agreed that the lists should he kept as short as 
possible, hut v/ith regard tp the priority lists submitted by the National 
Offices it was apparent that they seemed to he more interested in the 
apprehension of high-ranking criminals rather than those who had committed 
heinous crimes. In view of this. Dr. Neumann thought the question should 
he put before the Ccmission. 


Dr. LITAUSKI observed that the Committee had already taken a 
decision on that question at the last meeting ’./hen it was agreed that the 
National Offices should he asked to make a further selection of oases of 
the type reconmended by the Commission, Dr, Litav/ski added that the high- 
ranking persons afforded the least difficulty to the apprehending authorities 
as they were well-known and easily identifiable, and as :?jr as persons 
already included in the published Lists were concerned, no purpose was achieved 
in placing their names again on the Priority Lists. 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE agreed, adding that the purpose of the Priority Lists 
was to apprehend persons of lesBer standing who were guilty of very serious 
atrocities, and, by means of these Lists, to draw special attention to 
such persons as distinct from the great majority of war criminals, • 

Mr. KIMTNER said that the United States Government fully approved 
the principle of priority Li3ts, but only on the basis of heinous crimes 
such as would shock the conscience of humanity. His Government were not 
interested in any intensive search for a person simply on account of his 
rank or position, or because of certain political implications attached to 
his case. 


So far as Priority Lists submitted by the National Offices were 
concerned, Sir Robert CRAIGIE proposed that as they did not on the whole 
, satisfy the rcquiroments^of the Committee, no further action should he 

taken with regard tp-^them. The Committee should limit itself to future 
^jL*>x*A’ ca,res on ly whep^-^fit crimes were of such a heinous nature as to fully 

justify ppLofity listing. The Lists would thus be kept quite short and 
the apprehending authorities would thereby be disposed to act upon them. 


The Committee accepted Sir Robert Craigie’s proposals.

II, Extradition of war criminals in the United States Zone of Occupation. 
(iLetter from Colonel Muszkat)

The Comittee took note of a letter dated 23rd June, 1947, addressed 
by Colonel Muszkat to Monsieur de Baer, the text of wh:5nh was as follows: 

"I am taking the liberty of informing you about the 
following matter which would appear to be rendering useless all 
the work of Committee I, and I should like to ask you to decide 
whether any further action on the part of the Cormittee or the 
Commission as a whole would be desirable, 

"1, In the letter No. 6/7/347/47, dated 2nd May, addressed by the 
Deputy Chief of the Polish 'Jar Crimes Liaison Detachment, in Augsburg, 
attached to USF.ET, to the Deputy Judge Advocate's Office, 7708 'Jar 
Crimes Group, European Comm'ind, A.F.O. 178, U.S. Army, it was 
requested inter alia that the detachment might be released from 
tJ*i duty of producing evidence constituting a prina facie case with 
regard to individuals already registered on the UNVCC lists. This 
request was made for the reason that the procedure of the UNY/OC 
requires that a prim facie case shall be proved in respect of each 
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M individual prior to his listing as an alleged war criminal or 
suspect. 

"2. Replying to the above mentioned letter on the 29th May, the 
comnonding officer of IheHeudquarters 7708 \7ar Crimes Group, European 
Command, A.P.O. 178, Col. C.E. Straight stated,in para. 4 of his 
letter, that: 

''As to those registered with the United Nations War Crimes 
Ccxanission, it is agreed that the action of the Commission in 
registering individuals as war criminals is entitled to extra¬ 
ordinary weight. but should not necessarily be 1 controlling. 11 
(my underlining) **It is doubted if the action of the Commission 
in merely registering an individual as a war criminal suspect, 
as contrasted with registration as a war criminal, is entitled 
to such extraordinary weight. Furthermore, inadequate 
description of those covered in UNY/CC Wanted Lists and the typo¬ 
graphical errors inevitably inherent in a large reproduction and 
editing project, militates against accepting the information set 
forth in the Lists as to a named individual unaccanpnnied by 
supplemental information. Therefore, as to the category covered 
in this paragraph, it is believed that evidence affording 
reasonable support to the charge should be furnished,* 

"3. It seems to me desirable, in view of the above quoted ruling of 
the American War Crimes Office and in order to avoid the double 
presentation of prima facie evidence - once in Committee I without 
practical result and also for definite decision to the office of the 
Deputy Judge Advocate's department - that further listing with Coimittee 
I (apparently practically worthless) snould be discontinued and the 
necessary preparatory work for the extradition of war criminals, 
including the production of prima facie evidence, should be concentrated 
in Germany. 

"I will be very grateful to you for your opinion in this 
matter, as to whether or not this question should be raised with the 
Coiunission. I am venturing to lay these facts before you because, in 
my opinion, the statement of the American Wax C r imes Office, if it 
should be followed by similar statements by the other allied authorities 
in Germany, makes absolutely unnecessary all the work of Committee I, 
and would also be a reason for shortening the life of the Commission," 

Mr. KINTNER said that a similar letter from Colonel Muszkat had been 
reoeived by Colonel Springer, on whose behalf he wished to reply that the 
attitude of the United States authorities had already been explained in a recent 
meeting of the Commission when a similar question had been raised by the Yugoslav 
Representative, The U n ited States authorities had always held the view that 
the U.N.V/.C.C. Lists, while not being conclusive, should be given very 
considerable weight in determining whether or not war criminals should be handed 
over on the request of another Allied Government. The United States 
authorities in Germany had, in fact, always regarded the work of Committee I, 
and the listing of war criminals by the Commission, as being extremely helpful, 
and there seemed to be no likelihood of them altering their views in that 
respect. 

With regard to the question as to whether the Polish National Office 
should continue to submit charges to the Commission, Colonel Springer wa3 of 
opinion that it was entirely a natter far the National Office itself to decide. 

It might be deduced from the relevant part of Colonel Straight's 
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letter which \ms quoted, that ci*.3crimination was apparently being made as 
between war criminals proper (persons listed on *A *) and what are determined 
as "war criminal suspects" (persons listed on > S*) 1 and that requests for 
extradition of persons of the latter category are regarded as warranting 
additional evidence. In this connection it was important to remember 
that in the majority of cases submitted by the National Officeq the Committee, 
in making its decisions, has before it only surmaries of evidence against the 
accused, unlike in the United Kingdom and Netherlands cases in which it was 
the general practioe to submit copies of affidavits. It was evident, there¬ 
fore, that in most cases the Committee did not have all the facts upon which 
to make more judicious decisions, and that alone was sufficient reason for 
requesting additional evidence in any oase in which the holding authorities 
felt some doubt. As far as Colonel Springer was aware, however, there never 
had been, nor was there likely to be, sny change in the United States policy 
regarding the surrender of war criminals, nor in the United States attitude 
towards the Ccmnission's Lists, and he had no hesitation in saying that in 
their experience Colonel Straight had always given very careful consideration 
to every request of an Allied nation for surrender of a war criminal, and 
had always shown extreme fairness. 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE said that according to his own interpretation 
of Colonel Straight's letter, the action of the Commission in listing 
individuals as war criminals, though not conclusive, was being given 
considerable weight. This policy seemed to be entirely in ecoordance with 
the Conmissian's reconmendation, since the Commission itself had never 
maintained that its lists were in any way conclusive to the extent of relieving 
the holding authorities of any justification for requesting further evidence. 

tilth regard to those listed as Suspects, the Conmission itself was 
never assured that a sufficient prima facie case against them existed, and 
had recommended that persons listed as Suspects should be surrendered only 
when further evidence of guilt had been submitted which satisfied the holding 
authorities that the persons should, in fact, be surrendered. It was, 
therefore, highly desirable that the holding authorities should exercise the same 
d ioerini nation ‘ .between war criminals .and suspects as the Commission itself 
did. 


It would seem, therefore, from Colonel Straight's letter, that the 
United States War Crimes Group were acting entirely in accordance with the 
policy and practice of the Commission. 

Colonel MUSZKAI said that as far as collaboration between the 
Polish War Crimes Liaison Detachment and the United States authorities was 
concerned, there was no possible cause for complaint, as the Polish Detachment 
always received the greatest help from Colonel Straight and his staff. 

All that he was concerned about was the apparent change in policy whereby the 
U.N.W.C.C. Lists were being regarded with less authority than hitherto. 

Colonel Muszkat was of opinion that it was the practice of the United States 
authorities to request additional evidence in regard to those listed as war 
criminals as well as to those listed as suspects, and if it should appear that 
that was the general practice of other Allied holding authorities, then the 
work of Committee I was superfluous, and evidence in all cases should rather 
be submitted straight to the authorities in Germany. 

Dr. NEUMiiNN suggested that the United States authorities might be 
informed of the Committee's recent decision to insist in all cases upon the 
submission of more complete and substantiated evidence before deciding on 
listing persons on the Commission's L^sts. 

Dr. ZIVKOVIC suggested that the United States War Crimes Group 
might be asked whether their request for evidence before effecting surrender 











was a matter of general practice or whether such request was only made in 
exceptional cases. 

Mr. KUfTNER said that Colonel Springer had. already given they 
matter very careful thought and had repeatedly referred it to the United 
States authorities on the Continent, and he did not think, therefore, that 
any useful purpose would be accomplished by constant probing of the question. 
As Colonel Springer had already informed the Conroission, the U.N.V/.C.C. Lists 
were given very considerable weight in determining whether or not persons 
should be surrendered, but all holding authorities reserved the right to 
request additional information where they think necessary. As far as they 
were aware, no discrimination was ever being made as between otvj Alliod nation 
and another. 

' Sir Robert CRAIGIE said that that also was the practice of the 
United Kingdom holding authorities. They reserved the right to ask for 
further evidenoe in any particular case in which they thought such evidence 
desirable. Sir Robert supported Dr. Neumann's suggestion of informing the 
United States authorities of the Committee's procedure in requesting further 
evidence, and suggested that they should also be informed of the very careful 
discrimination which is now being made by the Committee between war criminals 
and suspects. 

Mr. KINTNER undertook to inform the United States V7ar Crimes 
Group accordingly, and fo forward a copy of the Minutes of the present 
meeting. 


III. Case of General von STOCKHAUSEN, charged by Yugoslavia (Doc. l/83 ) . 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE said that from the information submitted to the 
Committee by the accused's lawyer, it would appear that the case of General von 
Stockhausen would require very careful reconsideration both by the Corranittee and 
by the Yugoslav authorities. There vrould appear to have been some error if it 
was true that von Stockhausen was only in the area in question for three weeks, 
and, though technically in command, was not responsible for the crimes committed 
by the SS. Division, which had oocupied Belgrade contrary to given orders. 

Sir Robert asked Major Mason, of the Office of the Judge Advocate General, if 
he would be kind enough to ascertain whether von Stockhausen had .already been 
handed over to the Yugoslav authorities, and, if so, at what date he was 
surrendered. 

Major MASON replied that he would obtain the necessary 
information for the Committee as soon as possible. 

Dr. MILENKOVIC said that insofar as he had had time to study the 
document, he was under the impression that the letter on behalf of von 
Stockhausen was written simply in order to try to lessen the accused's 
responsibility for the atrocities comnitted during the early part of the 
German occupation in the area in question. It was precialy in those first 
three weeks that the crimes were committed, A s to the statement that death 
sentences were inflicted by the court-martial of the SS, Division "Das 
Reich", and confirmed by the commander of that Division, and not by the 
accused. Dr, Milenkovi6 said it was doubtful whether, in that short spaoe 
of time, a regular court-martial could have been established by the SS. 

It was more probable that any sentences 'which had to be carried out were 
done so under the direct orders of the military commander on the spot.

In the charge upon which the Committee had based its original 
decision, there was ample prime facie evidence that von Stookhausen 
was guilty. As local commander during the first three weeks of the 
German occupation, he was well acquainted with everything which took 
place. It was stated by one witness (page 2 of the charge) that on 
April 22nd, 194-1, General von Stockhausen ordered 36 out of 40 people 
to be put to death. Eighteen men were hanged by the Volksdeutsche and 
an equal number were shot by a firing squad composed of members of 
Major Kreuger's battalion who was subordinate to the accused. These 
mass murders were committed without previous trial of the victims. 
Further, units under the command of Stockhausen vrer«_ responsible for 
the deaths of 112 Yugoslav citizens. As stated on page 3 of the 
charge a certain German medical officer. Dr. Schroeder, confirmed that 
the executions were ordered by Stockhausen himself. The Yugoslav 
National Office had plenty of evidence, and if a prima facie case was 
established there was surely no reason for the Committee to withdraw from 
its original decision. It was the responsibility of the competent 
court to prove whether the accused was, in fact, guilty, and Dr. 
Milenkovic said that the information submitted on behalf of the accused 
would be transmitted immediately to Belgrade in order that it might 
be taken note of in any impending trial. He did not know whether von 
Stockhausen was already in the custody of his Government, but he would 
request all relevant information regarding the case to be forwarded 
to him from Belgrade as soon as possible. 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE pointed out that the Committee was always 
open to receive and consider any additional evidence submitted to it 
regarding a particular charge, and was fully entitled to change its 
original decision if, and whenever, substantially new evidence would 
warrant such a course. 

The Committee decided to adjourn further consideration of 
the ca-se for one week when it would be reconsidered together with all 
the relevant data.

The Conriittee considered 88 cases against 145 persons submitted 
by the Netherlands, Yugoslavia, Czechoslovakia and Poland, and decided 
as in the Annex, 


III. Case of General von Stockhause n (Doc. 1/89) ~ (continuation 
of discussion ! 

With refcrciicc to the Committee's request for informal Lon 
concerning the surrender of General von Stockhausen, Sir Robert CRAIGIE 
said he had received a reply from Colonel Barrqtt, of the Office of the 
Judge Advocate General, to the effect that General von Stockhauson was 
transferred to the Yugoslav authorities on 20th April, 1947* 

That being the case, Si’.- Robert said th.it no practical, result would 
bo achieved in considering whether von Stockhausen's name should bo removed 
from the Commission's Lists, since he was already in the custody of the 
Yugoslav authorities. On the other hand, however, the Committee presumably 
had jurisdiction to remove an individual's name from it3 Lists, oven though 
he was already in tire custody of the country charging him; further, such a 
removal might, possibly, influence the prosecuting authorities accordingly. 
He felt, therefore '.’ at the Committee should continue to ro-consider 
the case, and ascertain whether there was sufficient justification for 
keeping von Stockhausen's name on its Lists of persons accused of v«xr 
crimes. 
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Mr. KINJNER was of opinion that the Coixiittco, os a natter of* - * 
principle, should satisfy itself as to wnethor or not its original 
decision should be maintained or withdrawn, regardless of the fact that 
the accused was olroady in custody and that ho would receive a fair and 
just trial. Since the Committee had taken note of ovidonce in the form 
of affidavits fron one 3ide, it was only right that affidavits from 
tho other side should also be considered, and he suggested that the 
question could be more easily resolved if tho Connittee had bofore it 
extracts from tho testimony of tho witnossos roforrod to in the 
Yugoslav ohorgo. 

M. de BAER drew attention to the fact that according to tho 
Affidavit of Fiold-Morshnl General von Weichs, Belgrade was mentioned 
as boing the town which was occupied by tho Germans, and in the vicinity 
of which the alleged crimes wore committed, whereas in the chargo sub¬ 
mitted by Yugoslavia, Panccvo was stated to be the town in question. 

M. do Baer enquired whether these two towns were close to one onothor. 

Dr. MTLENKOVIC replied that Belgrade and Panccvo wwre approximately 
ton miles apart. 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE said that in order to ascertain whother there 
was a sufficient prime facio case against von Stockhauson, it was 
important to ostablish in the first place whether the area around 
Pancovo was occupied by tho SS. Division "Bos Reich", or by the 
"Grossdoutschland" Regiment under von Stockhausen's command. 

With regard to the information submitted by the Yugoslav National 
Office in tho chargo. Sir Robert made the following observations. 

According to a statement contained therein, Stockhausen arrested 
a number of pooplc during the period April 16 - 23, 1941’ who were 
tortured and some of whom were killed. It would be helpful if the 
National Office could submit the diroot evidence on which this state¬ 
ment was basod. 

The sane consideration applied to the statements conoorning the 
alleged crimes against the civilian population conmittod by members 
of Major Krueger's battalion which oporatod under von Stockhauson’s 
command. 

With reference to the statement that arrested people were taken 
from their homes and interrogated an to their activities before the 
attack on Yugoslavia (i.e. before April 6, 1941), Sir Robert pointod 
out that as von Stockhausen did not enter Yugoslav territory until after 
6 April, he presumably could not bo held responsible for ar^ything that 
occurred before that date. 

Further, witnesses were sta.ted to have said that on April 22, 
Stockhausen came to a court-martial accompanied by several officers, 
took a list of victims, and consulted the local Volksdcutscho about 
tho attitude of the victims toward the Germans before the war, and on 
this information he decided who was to be executed and marked the list 
accordingly. If the Yugoslav National Office could supply the actual 
offidavits•of some of those witnossos who were in a position to 
identify von Stockha.usen himself, such evidence would be most conclusive. 

The above were some of the more obvious points on which the 
National Office could no doubt quite easily produce more information. 

Sir Robert thought that where a case was in dispute, and evidence from 
both sides conflicted, the Committee were quite justified in requesting 
fuller particulars. 

M . de BAER pointed out that tho Committee should have before it 
extracts from the same evidence as that which was to be used in the 
trial of the accused, otherwise tt/o quite conflicting decisions night 
result, vhich would, in his opinion, bo most undesirable. 










Dr. MILENKOVIC said that he would supply the evidence as requested 
by the Carmittcc. Ho assured the Oonnittee, however, that the accused 
■would roccive a fair trial by a regular tribunal, and he had already 
transmitted to Belgrade the information submitted on behalf of the 
accused vhorc it would be used in evidence. 

Dr. Milcnkovid said he wished, to repeat, and to stress, what ho 
had already said at the last meeting, namely, that there was already 
omplo prina f.acie evidence that von Stockhausen wan directly responsible 
for the crimes committed during the first three weeks of the German 
occupation in Yugoslavia. 

The Committee unaiix-ously agreed that further consideration of 
the case be adjourned ponding submission of further evidence by the 
Yugoslav National Office on the points enumerated above. Further, 
it was decided that a reply should be communicated to von Stockhausen's 
lawyer, through tho Office of the Regional Commissioner at Hamburg, 
to tho offoct that General von Stockhausen had already been transferred 
to tho Yugoslav authorities on 20th April, 1947» for trial; that tho 
matter is under consideration .and that the Commission in the meantime 
wore awaiting further information and evidence which the accused's 
lavycr had proposed to submit. 


IV, Case of Dr, GASSAUER, charred b y Czechoslovakia, (Doc. 3/90). 

The Committee took note of a letter from Dr. GASSAUER*s lawyer^ 
dated 25th June, 1947, (circulated as Doc. ]/90) v 

Monsieur de BAER referred to the charge in question which 
concerned the Sondorgerichtc (Special Courts) set up by tho Germans in 
Czechoslovakia. All tho accused indicated in the charge had been listed 
by the Commission. The name of Gassauer had been submitted later upon 
an Addendum to tho original charge, and he, as a Judge appointed to 
tho Speoial Court in Brno from 6th July, 1942, onwards, had been listed 
as a war criminal. In the letter submitted by the accused's lawyer, 
however, there was no mention of Gassauer being r. member of the Sondergurtohtc. 

Dr. LITA'.'SKI drew attention to the paragraph in the letter 
where it was stated that "several times acquitt' la issued by Dr. Gassauer 
were squashed by the superior courts or by the department of justice 
of the so-called "Reichsprotektor" in Pragate". As there was no right of 
appeal in the 8ondergoricb.be it was to be inferred f •ou this letter that 
Gassauer was attaohed to 3one court other than tlie Sondergerichte. 

The Committee therefore requested particular clarification on 
the question as to whether or not Gassauer was attached to the 
Sondergcrichte in Brno, from July, 1942. 

Information was also requested as to whether Gassauer was in 
Austrian or in Allied custody. • 

The Committee took note of a letter from Dr. Neumann stating 
that he had already applied to Prague for additional information on 
the case; and requesting that the matter be adjourned for one month. 

The Committee decided to adjourn the case accordingly, and to 
draw Dr# Neumann's attention in particular to the request of the Committee 
for clarification on the points referred to above. 

It war. further decided that . reply should be transmitted to 
the accused'3 lawyer to the effect that the matter was being considered 
by the relevant Committee, 'ml that further inquiries were being made 
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in order to olarify the points raised in his submission. 


V. Release of "automatic arrestees" , 

The SECRETARY GENERAL informed the Committee that he had 
reoeived an inquiry from the Prisoners of Wax’ Section, War Office, 
concerning "automatic arrestees" detained in the United Kingdom. 

Investigating teams were at present viBiting the various 
pri3oner-of-war camps in order to screen all "automatic arrestees" 
detained therein, and at the end of their investigations, which would 
cover three to four weeks, the authorities concerned would feel very rajah 
inolined to repatriate those in respect of whom no charge was-preferred, 
and whose names did not appear either on the U.N.W.C.C. Lists, or on 
GROWCASS Wanted Lists. There was the possibility, however, that some 
of those oonoerned night perhaps be charged at sene future date by a 
particular nation for the commission of war crimes. The Prisoners of 
War Section, War Office, had therefore asked advioe on how long they 
were justified in detaining these "automatic arrestees" in the event of 
their being the subject of some future charges. The Secretary-General 
had, in the meantime, suggested to the Prisoners of War Section, War 
Office, that at the end of their investigations the Commission should 
be supplied with the names of the "automatic arrestees" oonoerned. 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE said that in his opinion there was no 
justification whatever in detaining persons, two years after the war, 
merely on the grounds that they were "automatic arrestees", and that 
a ohnrge might, or might not be preferred against them at some 
future date. He suggested, however, that it would be advisable for 
the Commission to scrutinize the names of the individuals when the 
list was completed. 

Monsieur de BAER agreed, adding that there should be no 
difficulty in apprehending such persons even after repatriation owing 
to security regulations imposed upon all repatriated prisoners-of-v/ar. 

The Cormittoe were of the opinion that the matter was one 
which oane within the competence of the Comission rather than the 
Committee, and advised the Secre+ory-General that the list of names, 
when redeived fretn the Prisoners of v.'ar Section, War Office, should 
be submitted to the Commission for its subsequent consideration 
and action.

Namely, it was stated in the chargo 
that the Einsatzstab was tho highest civilian 
authority in this part of Yugoslavia, and references 
were made concerning functions of tho organisation 
other than the perpetration of c rimes.

Sir Robert CRAIGIE informed the Committee that the 
United Kingdom Foreign Office had received a communication from 
the Italian Government with regard to the future procedure to be 
followed in obtaining information concerning Italians charged 
with war oriraes whose extradition was requested. Since it was 
no longer possible to refer to the occupying authorities, the Italian 
Government had enquired whether it oould apply for such information 
direct to the Commission, 

Sir Robert said that it had seemed desirable that an 
answer should be communicated without delay, and he had therefore 
undertaken to reply on behalf of the Committee; his reply being 
to the effect that if the Italian Government desired irf ormation 
oonoeming a particular individual, it was advised to apply direct 
to the Commission for suoh information. 

In connection with this particular question Sir Robert 
drew the attention of the Coronittee to a joint R e port by Committees 
I and III whiflh had been adopted by the Commission on 26th March, 

1947# Doc. C, 252 (i). In that Report it was stated that no 
deoision was suggested on the question whether or not the lists of 
the U n ited Nations War C r imes Cotmission containing the names of 
Italian war oriminals should be oomaunicated to the Italian Government 
or to the four Ambassadors of the Great Powers in Rome; a deoision 
on the question would only be sought if and when the Italian 
Government asked for the communication of the lists. Sir Robert 
suggested that perhaps the Committee might wish to re-oonsider 
that deoision. 

Mr. KINTNER stated that in the absence of instructions 
from his Government he was n ->t in a position to express an opinion 
as to whether or not the lists should be communicated to the Italian 
Government or to the four Ambassadors of the Great lowers in Rome, 

Th© Committee was in complete agreement with the reply 
given by Sir Robert Craigie to the Italian Government. With 
regard to the question concerning the transmission of the Commission's 
lists, it was thought desirable that the Conmission should be kept 
informed pt any rate for the time being,of those individuals whom the 
Italian Government were considering for surrender under the terms of tie 
Peace Treaty. The Committee was therefore unanimously of the opinion 
that the matter should be left *as it stood until such time as the 
Italian Government requested communication of the lists. 










VI. Closing of 62nd Lh st of War Criminals. 


The Committee decided to issue a new Commission's 
List of War Criminals (No. 62), to include cases accepted by 
the Committee between 18th July and 31st July, 1947, inclusive.

T^e Committee considered certain correspondence and 
documents submitted on behalf of Dr, Niethanmer, who was at present 
in the custody of the Polish authorities, after being handed over 
by the British Military authorities in November, 1946, The 
PolishNatibnal QEfioo had, in March, 1947, submitted a charge to the 
Comnittoe involving personnel of the Auschwitz Concentration Comp, 
on the basis of which Niethammer, in his oapaoity as a guard of the 
camp, had been listed as a Suspect, 

It was pointed out that sinoe Niethaamer was alroudy in 
Polish custody the Commission had no jurisdiction in the matter. 

The only question v/hioh concerned the Committee was whether or not 
he should remain on the Commission's Lists ofi Suspects in view of 
the additional ovidenco subraitted. 
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Dr, MU8ZKAT explained that Niethammor had boon handed 
over to his Government aa a result of preliminary investigations 
node by the British authorities. At the present time the Polish 
authorities were conducting their own investigations with regard 
to the accused, and were already in possession af the evidenoe 
submitted by the Counsel for the Defenoe, which would, of course, 
he token into consideration. Dr. Muszkat said the results of 
the investigations would be available in the'near future, and he 
would suggest that further consideration of the case be adjourned 
until such time as he could acquaint the Comnittee with those 
results. 


The Oocnittee agreed that when further information from 
the Polish National Office to 3 forthcoming, the case should be 
reconsidered.

Minutes of the Meeting held on 13th and 14th August, 
1 * 7 , were approved. 


II. Preparation of charges (evidence) . 

The Connittee considered a letter dated 14th August, 1947# 
received from M, Zimonjid of the Yugoslav National Office, the text 
of whioh was as follows:- 

,f We have in this Office a large number of oharges, 
probably between 300-400, which wore prepared in Belgrade 
before the Commission decided that additional evidence, suoh 
as extracts from statements etc,, should be included in the 
charge. We have written to Belgrade to ask for the information 
required, but to collect thi3 extra evidence from the files, 
make the necessary translations etc, will take, we think,at 
least 2-3 months, 

TThose oharges have, of course, been drawn up on 
the basis of substantial evidence which is in the possession 
of our State Commission, and in view of this we are proposing 
to submit a number of charges to the Commission each week, as 
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"we feel it will be easier for your office, as well as our 
own, to do this rather than to send in a very large number 
at one time, and at a much later date, 

"We trust you will agree to tlds proposal, and 
in the meantime we will endeavour to obtain the required 
evidence". 

Sir Robert CRAIG rs said that he himself fully appreciated 
tho technical difficulties encountered by the National Offices in 
regard to the preparation and submission of their charges; never¬ 
theless, the fact remained that the Conmittee had taken a decision, 
as long as three months ago, whereby oases were required to be 
substantiated by extracts from evidence upon which the charges were 
based. Sir Robert felt that the National Offices had by now had 
ample time in which to comply with the Committee’s decision, and 
he was of the opinion that the time had come when the decision 
should be fully complied with. 

As far a3 delay in submitting the Yugoslav cases was concerned, 
Sir Robert wondered whether the delay would be quite bo long as antici¬ 
pated, The only additional information required was in the form of 
relevant extracts from witnesses’ statements, which were already in 
the possession of the National Office. 

,A further observation made by Sir Robert was that 
emphasis should be laid at the present stage of the Coumission’s 
work on the submission of the more serious cases rather than cn the 
submission of large numbers of cases. It was important to convey 
assurance to the occupying authorities in Germany that the Commission 
was concentrating only on really serious cases which contained well 
documented prina facie evidenoe. 

Dr. MILENKOVIC said that with regard to Sir Robert 
Craigie’s latter ctoservation, the Yugoslav Office was carefully 
selecting and submitting to the Conmission only those cases whioh 
involved the most serious crimes. Further, he could say without 
hesitation that there was ample evidence available concerning all 
the charges submitted; unfortunately this evidence was in Belgrade, 
and although he had requested the Yugoslav authorities there to 
send the necessary material to London, delay was inevitable. It 
was on those grounds that he had proposed to the Committee that the 
oases be considered as they stood, on the understanding that 
additional evidence would be forthcoming, 

Mr. KH7TNER expressed full agreement with the vieW3 of 
Sir Robert Craigie, He, too, appreciated the difficulties 
encountered by the Yugoslav National Offioe, especially as the 
United States authorities themselves, with greater facilities of 
oonmunication, were encountering similar difficulties. Nevertheless, 
he was convinced that it was most desirable that cases should be 
well documented. 

He wondered whether, however, in cases where it was really 
impossible to produce the necessary extracts from vitnesses, the 
Corruittee might not consider listing the accused as Suspects, 

Dr. NEUM/INN suggested that in cases where there vms 
insufficient prima facie evidence the Committee might list the 
accused ns Suspects pending subraission of supporting extracts frem 
witnesses. 
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Sir Robert CRA1GIE pointed out tliat such a procedure 
would raise two difficulties, la the first place, the cases 
would have to be considered twice, which would impose an undue 
burden on the Committee; secondly, other National Offices faoed 
with similar difficulties wore conforming with the Committee's 
decision. 


Dr. LTfAlTSisI observed that this procedure would also 
entail listing a number of persons twice in the Conmission's 
Lj^sts, first as Suspects and then as 'Jar Criminals, which might 
tend to confuse the appreliending authorities concerned. Further, 
the ConmiGsion originally intended the category of persons 
classified as Suspects to include those whose actual participation 
in a war crime, was not definitely established, but where there 
was, nevertheless, sufficient prii na facie evidence of a crime 
having been committed. If any ohanj-je in procedure was envisaged, 
the Comnissiori would need to modify it3 original decision. 

Sir Robert CllAIGIt said he himself would be prepared to 
oon3ider the Yugoslav oases submitted at the present meeting, even 
though they were not substantiated by extracts from evidence, on 
the under attending, however, that all future cases presented 
contained the necessary evidence, Exception, of course, would 
oontinue to be made in certain cases where large numbers of accused 
were Involved - e, g, cases concerning Gestapo personnel - where 
the Com it tee must rather base its decision on the; official 
position of the accused. The procedure in tile se latter cases 
would be to list ns War Criminals only those where evidence was 
adduced in regard to particular individuals, anti to list others as 
Suspects. 


The Committee unanimously agreed with Sir Robert Craigle's 

proposal. 


Ill, Future >f CKfO'.JCASS. 

Recalling the Committee's discussion on this matter in 
the meeting held on the 13th August, 1947 # in connection with 
Dooument 1/94, Dr, LITAWSKI reported that a new communication had 
been received from CR0.7CASS (a letter dated 21st A u gust, 1947)# in 
whioh the Commission wnw informed that the Memorandum on the future 
of CROWGASS had been amended to the effect that as from January 
1948 CRQ.7CASS records and documents should be handed to the Frenoh

The Yugoslav representative was asked whether he had any 
additional information to submit to the Conmittee, 

Dr, MILENKOVIC replied that he had as yet reoeived no 
further information from Belgrade. 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE asked Dr. Milenkovi6 whether he would

Monsieur de BAER said: ’’This is a formal oocasion

'sun not leaving the Commissiom However, n \y new work at Geneva 
really prevents me from contihuing, and although I shall be horc 
once a month, my new duties preclude me from going on with my 
work for Conmittee I. 1 am handing over the Chairmanship tb 
Members far more competent and far wiser than myself, and I have 
much pleasure in handing it over to Sir Robert Craigie and Mr, 
Kintner, I thank you all very much for the whole hearted co¬ 
operation I have always received," 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE answered on behalf of the Conmittee 
saying: "I am sure I will be expressing the general sentiments 

of the Conmittee in replying to Monsieur de Baer, First of all

To ensure tneir own protection 
and to prevent disagreeable incidents, they are not allowed 
out of the establishment, but they can receive visiters. 
There is a canteen established for their use and they can 
correspond with the outside world. In short, they 
enjoy, more or less, the privileges of prisoners of war. 

.* As soon as their interrogation is completed they are 
released and allowed to return to Germany.

Minutes of the Meeting held on 23rd October, 1947» 
were approved. 


1^ Departure of Commander MQUTON . 

Commander MOUTCN said that the present occasion would 
be the last time he would be attending a meeting of Comnittee I 
in view of his impending departure to Holland to take up his new 
duties. Any future cases whioh there might be would be sent to 
the Committee >Iircct from Holland. 

Commander M 0 uton said he wished to take the opportunity 
of expressing his very real gratitude for the kindness and 
good will which he himself had always received from Committee I, 
It had been a great pleasure for him to be present at the 
meetings of the Comnittee, where he had been very conscious of a 
trust on both sides which had always seemed to prevail. 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE said; 

"I shall be expressing the opinion not only of present 
members of the Committee but also that of past members - and in 
particular of our late Chairman, Monsieur de Baer - when I soy 
that we all very deeply regret Commander Mouton’s impending 
departure. He has always been most lielpful and loyal to our 
Committee, both when representing the Netherlands National Office 











and also when, at times, he has stepped into the breach a rtf. 
acted as a member of the Committee on one- or two occasions, 

"I think we all agree that the Dutch cases have 
really been models. They have al\/ay3 contained full informa¬ 
tion of the type we require, and, while we have had many a 
spirited contest over some of the cases, it has always been in 
the interest of consolidating certain points; and Commander 
Mouton and has staff have been more than ready in attempting 
to supply supplementary information such a 3 the Committee mi$vt 
require, Th&t makes it all the more regrettable, as far as 
the Committee is concerned, that you. Commander Mouton, are 
having to depart just now; but we shall think of you with a 
great deal of sympathy and friendship, and we wish you every 
satisfaction and every uuccess in the new duties which await 
you in Holland", 

Mr. KINTNER said; 

"I have great pleasure in seconding Sir Robert 
Craigie's words, I would like to add that even when members 
of this Committee - aid I speak for myself personally - have 
had arguments with Commander Mouton over some of the cases, they 
have always been most enjoyable arguments; and I do trust that 
in your Judicial duties which lie ahead, Commander Mouton, you 
will be able successfully to bring the guilty to justice". 

Commander MOUTCN thanked Sir Robert Craigie and Mr, 
Kintner for their kind words. 


Case of Oberst HESSELMANN - French Charge No, 1186, 

(Doo, V%), 

Referring- to the Committee's decision a fortnight ago 
to postpone re-consideration of the case of Oberst Hesselmann 
until the present meeting, in order that the French National 
Office might have an opportunity of submitting further information 
if it so desired. Sir Robert CRAIGIE asked whether the French. 
National Office had any statement to present to the Committee. 

Mademoiselle OAPICMONT replied that the French National 
Office had no further information yet, but were making 
investigations, and were fully aware that the matter was urgent. 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE said that the evidence which would 
be particularly relevant -aid valuable was whether or not 
Hesselmann was party to the conspiracy to murder the French 
General Meoney; and whether the statement that Hesselmann was in 
hospital at the time of the murder was true or not. 

Mr, KINTNER pointed out that under the Committee's 
rules of procedure appertaining at the time Hesselmann was listed 
as a Suspect, the Committee had no doubt been fully justified in 
listing him on the evidence submitted. Now, however, the 
Committee was confronted with a statement which seemed to belie 
assumption of Hesselmann*s guilt, and he was of the opinion that 
unless the French National Office produced very convincing 
information to the contrary, his name should be removed fran the 
Commission's Lists, 
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M. AARS RYNNING was also of the opinion that unless 
the Frenoh National Office produced positive evidence as to 
Hesselmaim's guilt, his name should he removed from the Lists, 

Sir Robert CKAIGIE also agreed, adding that as the 
matter was of sane urgency he proposed that unless corroborative 
evidence was received from the French National Offioe to Justify 
retention, the Committee should remove Hesselmann's name from 
the Commission's Lists*in a week's time. 

The Committee unanimously agreed to Sir Robert 
Craigie's proposal. 


IV, Extradition of War Criminals in South East Europe, 

(Colonel Musskat*s communication} . 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE referred to the following letter 
dated 20th October, 1947, which he had received from Oolonel 
Muszkat, 

"I an enclosing for your information copy 
of a letter which I have sent to Colonel Barratt of 
the JAG's Office. 

"I should be very pleased to have your 
advice in the question which his been raised, as I 
consider the request of the British War Crimes Group, 
South East Europe - to establish prina facie oase 
against the alleged war criminal Topper already listed 
by the Commission under serial number 675/58 - as a 
precedent which, once established, could nullify all 
the work of Committee I and render worthless the 
procedure adopted by the Commission on the basis of 
international obligations still in force in the province 
of the extradition of war criminals." 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE said that as he had not yet 
received information .n the subject from the British authorities, 
he was not in a position to reply to Colonel Muszkat at the 
present moment. He wished to point out, however, that the 
Commission had never denied the right of the holding authorities 
in Germany to query any particular individual oase if in doubt, 
or to a3k for evidence to be produced. He did not think, there¬ 
fore, that the Polish National Office would necessarily bo 
establishing a precedent should they decide to furnish the 
relevant information with regard to Topper. If the National 
Office 30 desired he suggested they might say they were prepared 
to supply the evidence requested by the holding authority on the 
understanding that this was an exceptional case. 

Colonel MUSZErdT explained thqt Topper was a Polish Jew 
who had formerly been in Italy as a displaced person. He was 
subsequently taken into custody by the British authorities on the 
basis of evidence given by certain other Polish Jews who accused 
him of war crimes while he was a kvgo in certain concentration 
camps in Germany. The British authorities would nd-t extradite 
him, however, on the gr und that he was not listed by the United 
Nations 'Jar Crimes Commission. His case \/as accordingly 
presented tc thu Commission by the p.Iish National Office on tie 
basis of which he vs lieted a. war criminal in May of this 
year. 











Later,apparently, certain persons intervened on his 
behalf, with the result that the 3ritish holding authority had asked 
for t he submission of the evidence concenning him, Thi3 seemed 
unwarranted, in view of the fact that Topper was apprehended in 
the first instance by the British authorities on evidence whioh 
they themselves had received. The Polish National Office, in 
compliance with the British request, had merely listed Topper 
on that evidence. 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE said that if the British authorities 
had received fresh evidence on behalf of Topper, they were fully 
justified in reserving the right to re-examine the case, even 
though he was listed by the Connission, The Ccxwnittee itself 
had always been prepared to do the same. He would suggest that 
the National Office coranunicate with the British authorities, 
stating that as they understood the British were in possession of 
fresh evidence the National Office would appreciate if they could 
be furnished with that evidence in order that they might re¬ 
consider and re-examine the case. 

Sir Robert further suggested that they might also 
request the Control Commission to transmit the additional 
evidence in its possession to the Committee since they might 
wish to modify their former decision. 

The Conxuittee supported Sir Robert Craigie’s proposal., 
arid he undertook to ccmnunicate with the Control Coninission 
through the Foreign Office, drawing attention to the fact that 
whenever the Control Commission received additional information 
on behalf of any individual listed by the Commission, the 
Committee would appreciate if they could automatically be furnished 
with that information. 

With regard to the listing of Topper in the United 
Nations 'War Crimes Commission Lists, Colonel Muszkat asked that 
supplementary information to the effect that Topper was a Polish 
subject, be additionally stated in the Lists. 

The Corunittee consented. 


V, Submission of Case s by Et hiopi a.

Wj_th regard to the Commission’s decision on 29th October, 
1947, to aooept cases presented by the Imperial Ethiopian Govern¬ 
ment, the Conmittee expressed the jpiniun that in view of the 
early termination of the Commission the Ethiopian Government should 
be informed that it was necessary that tue cases be submitted not 
later than January 1st, 1943. 

Dr, LITAY/3KI reported that the Ethiopian Government 
had already submitted, in May ui this year, two oases concerning 
Badoglio and Graziani, and enquired whether the Committee pre¬ 
ferred to consider them in the near future or wait until additional 
evidence in respect of their cases had been presented. 

The Committee preferred to postpone consideration of the 
two cases in question in order that all the cases might be examined 
together.

Sir Robert GtAiGlL sail t die letter clarified a certain number 
of points, and in particular the reason Nor ’•he xequest uf the f T iinqh 
National Office to list HLSSELMANN as a Suspect He was of the opinion 
that the National Office had been perl- etly .justified in making this 
request, as it was clearly a case ’/here it vould have boon necessary to 
interrogate HESSEIMANN in order to a sc- Kail the facts,. In the circumstances. 
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however, since that was no longer possible in view of HESSEU4ANN*s 
death. Sir Robert wondered whether the Coninittee were justified 
in maintaining HESSEIMANN's name on the Lists, when his guilt 
could not defiruv ly be established. With regird to the suggest¬ 
ion of certain witnesses that HESSEIMAKN's illness might have been 
assumed at the particular time of the crime, this seemed to be 
disproved by evidence of ill-health which eventually resulted 
in his death. 

The Committee supported Sir Robert CRAIG IE's views, 
and were unanimously of the opinion that since it was no longer 
possible to carry out the original proposal of the National 
Office to interrogate HESSELMANN as to his responsibility, 
HESSEIMANN’s name should be removed from the Lists of Suspects, 

Dr t ZIVKOVIC pointed out that the decision cf the 
Committee was consistent with the general principles of penal 
law, in the sense that after the death of a suspected criminal, 
whose guilt could not be established, any legal action against 
him had to cease. As far as he was aware, according to French 
law in such a case not even a "easier judiciaire" remained, 

HESS; 1MANN ’ s name was accordingly removed from the 
Commission's Lists of Suspects. 


II I. Case of Dr, Hans EAUER - Yugoslav Charge A998. (Doc, l/97 ), 

The Cormitteo considered the above Document concerning 
Dr. Hans BAUER, listed by the Gommiosion as a War Criminal on 
the basis of a charge submitted by the Yugoslav National Office. 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE and Mr. KUfTHER observed that althou^i 
there was evidence of BAUER‘s "humane activities" on behalf of 
certain persons in the last few weeks of the German occupation, that 
information in itself did not have a direct bearing on the charge; 
namely, the accused’s participation in the atrocities committed 
in the Maribor area throughout the German occupation. 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE said that in so far as the additional 
information now submitted was concerned, the relevant question 
appeared to be whether a person who had acted in so himane a 
manner could have been responsible for atrocities of the kind 
allegedly committed, BAUER had been listed merely in virtue of 
his official position. Before re-considering the case, the 
Coninittee would need to have more detailed evidenoe concerning the 
Yugoslav oliarge, and particulars of BAUER’s personal responsibility 
for the crimes committed. In this connection it would be essential 
to know what were the specific duties, and activities involved, in 
his capocity as Expositursleiter des Politisohen Koramissarn and as 
Stellvertreter des Landesrats, 

The Committee decided, therefore, to adjourn further 
consideration cf the case, and to request the Yugoslav National 
Office to submit further evidence on the lines indicated above.

Minutes of the Meeting held on 6th November, 1947* were 
approved, subject to an amendment requested by Sir Robert CRAIGIE 
vrhich will be incorporated into the final text; and a correction 
on page 7* ‘where, in Greek Case 6^27, the phrase: "...Gorman 
Gendarmerie.,/ in the 4th line should be amended tc ",,, Greek 
Gendarmerie..." " 


II. Extradition of War Criminals from the British and United 
States Zones, (Corrmmication from Colonel MUSZKAT) . 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE read the following letter, dated 
1st December, 1947, which the Commission had received from 
Colonel Muszkat: 

"I wish to thank you for your letter of the 20th 
November, 

"As regards the British Zone, the question of 
extradition procedure is almost settled. It is only 
a matter of indicating the wanted persons's numbers 
on the UNWCC lists as proof of having established a 
prima facie case of the commission of war crimes, 
should no further material be available to justify 
the reopening and re-examining of the relevant cases. 

"But the most important question to be cleared 
up is the instruction given to the American War 
Crimes Group in Germany not to accept any more extra¬ 
dition requests, --nd this not only in regard to former 
war prisoners but to alleged war ori:.dnals generally. 

"Taking this into consideration, I hope that you 











"will be able to call a meeting next week at the latest. 

It will then be clear, from the discussion in the 

Commission, what instructions should be given to our 

War Crimes Investigation Missions in Germany, as 

regards their future activities". 

Vfith regard to extradition procedare in the British 
Zone, Sir Robert CRAIGIE drew attention to Document A.60, which 
explained the results of his latest enquiries on the subject. 

He hoped that the Coimittee would regard the procedure described 
therein as satisfactory and acceptable. 

Mr. KDfTNER said that his office knew of no divergence 
whatever between the United States procedure and the British 
procedure as described in Document A.60. 

Colonel MUSZKAT said that he was fully in agreement 
with the procedure in principle; but experience had proved that 
this procedure was not always adhered to. The British War 
Crimes Group were requesting the submission of prima facie 
evidence not only in exceptional cases •- v ,’.en ( for instance, seme 
new material was available justifying the re-consideration of a 
case - but they were requesting tne submission of evidence where 
no new material was forthcoming. Colonel. Muszkat was of the 
opinion that the question should be brought before the Comnission 
in order that a decision might be taken for guidance of the 
Allied Missions, as to whether or not the Commission recommended 
the establishment once again of a prima f rc io case in all 
instances where the extradition of a listed’war criminal was 
requested. Should the Commission decide that this procedure was 
necessary, it would render superfluous the work of Committee I, 
Moreover, it would add to the already over-worked 'Jar Crimes 
Investigating Missions in Germany. 

Colonel Muszkat said there was a second question which 
he would like to bring under consideration. The Polish 
Investigating Mission had reported that certain crimes with which 
accused persons hod been charged, such as pillage, which were 
included in the Commission's working list of war crimes, were not 
always recognised by the apprehending authorities as war crimes, 
and therefore they were not prepared to hind over the persons 
charged with those crimes. 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE thanked Colonel MUSZKAT for his 
explanation of the situation. Tile information which Colonel 
Muszkat had received was obviously it variance with that contained 
in Document A.60, and it was necessary therefor; for the situation 
to be investigated and clarified, Sir RoViru thought, however, that 

Colonel Muszkat's proposal to ban. ifa. ot as to the Comnission in 
order that it might issue a further rr-commoudaticn would really 
have little practical effect, sine-, the Con' d saion had already- 
issued a recommendation some r,i..i ago (D.su.» at C-177, dated 
22nd February, l%-6), which 13 virtually in accordance with 
the procedure as described in Document A*60 The Commission, 
moreover, had no executive power over the authorities in the 
different zones in Germany, and could not therefore enforce its 
decision s. 

Sir Robert thought the most, practical way of solving the 
problem would be for Colonel Muszkat to furnish him with the data 
relating to actual cases in which the procedure as stated in 










Document A. 60 had not been adhered to, and he would take the 
matter up direct with the Conmande r-in-Chief of the British 
Zone, Such instances should, however, be subsequent to about 
the middle of November, 1947, since before that time there were 
undoubtedly certain instances where requests for reconsideration 
of oases had been unwarranted, due no doubt to misapprehension 
as to the views of the United Kingdom Government. As a result 
of his representations, however, it was possible that the 
situation had changed since that time. 

Colonel MUSZKAT said that perhaps any further 
recommendations would have little effect, but it was necessary 
on the other hand for the Investigating Missions to have some 
ruling as to whether or not the listing of alleged war criminals 
by the Oomnission was to be considered binding so far as extra¬ 
dition was concerned, except of course when new material was 
brought to lijivt justifying the reconsideration of a case. 

Mr. KINTNER said he was not aware that any decisions 
that the Commission had ever taken were binding on a^y of the 
member Governments, or that the Commission had any control over 
the various authorities in the field. It was for the individual 
Governments themselves to determine what action they should take. 

His Government held the view that the Cormission, apart from its 
practical work of studying cases and listing accused persons 
was purely a policy-forming body, able to make recommendations 
but not able to enforce them. It was for precisely that purpose 
that the Conmission had been set up by the- various member Govern¬ 
ments, His office had recently had a visit from Mr, Ben Smith, 

'./ho was now concerned with extradition in the United States Zone, 
who had informed them that the decisions of Committee I and the 
listing by the Conmission had always carried great weight, and 
still did so, but that they were not conclusive and therefore not 
binding upon the authorities responsible for extradition. That 
had always been the view held by the United States Government, 
and as far as he was aware the position had not changed in any 
vay. He believed that was also the view held by the British Government. 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE affirmed Mr. Kintner's statement. 

Mr, AARS-RYNNING said he entirely agreed with the 
views expressed by Mr. Kfntner. He also supported Sir Robert 
Craigie's proposal to investigate the cases of which Colonel 
Muszkat had spoknn, in order to clear up any misunderstandings. 

Colonel MUSZKAT said that he did not agree with Mr. 

Kintner’s remark that extradition was a matter to be decided 
unilaterally. It was a question, surely, to be agreed upon 
internationally. In this connection he referred to Control 
Council Law No. 10, which was a uniform basis for each of the 
zones. According to that Law only those cases which were not 
considered bona fide were to be submitted to the Directorate of 
the Control Council in Germany, He thought the Conmission should 
point out to the responsible authorities in Germany that all 
charges examined by the Cormission are well documented and based 
upon testimony of witnesses. 

The SECRETARY GENER.iL reported th t a letter dated 
28th November, 1947, had been received from the Yugoslav Representative 
raising questions similar to those raised by Colonel Muszkat, and 
suggesting that they be brought before the Cofunission, 
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Sir Robert CRAIGIE said that naturally any member had 
a right to bring a matter to the Coirani3sion at the appropriate 
tine if he so desired. He thought it advisable, however, to 
await the results of his investigations regarding speoiflo oases 
to whioh Colonel Muszkat and Mr. Zimonji6 had referred, in order 
that the situation might be clarified still farther. 

The Committee unanimously agreed to Sir Robert 
Craigio's proposal, and Colonel Muszkat was requested to submit 
specific oases whioh had oocurred after 15th November, 1947. in 
which extradition of listed wax criminals had been refused, or 
evidence demanded without apparent justification, and where 
certain war crimes included in the Commission's working list 
had not been reoognised. 

With regard to extradition procedure in the United 
States Zone, Dr. ZBtAN reported that he had received a telegram 
from Prague stating that his Government had just received a 
circular, No.a& 0005/LD dated 17th November, 1947* from the 
United States authorities in Germany, according to-which it 
was still possible to continue to demand the extradition of 
war criminals from the United States Zone in Germany, His 
Government had previously thought they would not be able to 
get them after November 1st, although they were listed, 

Mr. KINTNER observed that the position as stated in 
the circular to which Dr. Zeman had referred was, as fax as he 
was aware, the Latest information available, and suggested that 
the Polish Investigating Mission should request a copy of that 
order from the United States authorities in Germany, Mr, 

Kintaer added that he would undertake to ask Colonel Springer, on 
his return from Germany, to inform Colonel Muszkat personally 
should any change in the situation have taken place meanwhile.

Sir Robert CRAIGIE observed that the Committee had 
originally listed Otto Kruse as a war criminal on the ground that 
he was an officer in the 13th SS,"HANDZAR" Division which had 
committed serious atrocities as indicated in the case in suestion 
Had the case been considered under the Committee's present procedure, 
however, where the sybmission of evidence concerning individual 
responsibility was required before classifying an individual as 
a War Criminal, Kruse would have been listed only as a Suspeot, 


Dr. AARS RYNNING suggested that the Yugoslav National 
Office should be requested to submit any further evidence in their 
possession concerning Kruse's individual responsibility, in order 
that the Committee might reconsider the case under its present 
ruling.

The Committee took note of a letter received from B.A.O.R. 
dated 23 December 1947, a nd agreed that no further action was palled 
far. apart from acknowledging the letter and transmitting a copy of 
case 4623 to B.A.O.R. for their information. 

(2) Polish case 3020 - Heinrich BRINKQRD (BRINKORT^ and Leo ZELLMER . 

The Committee took note of a letter received from B.A.O.R. 
dated 3 January 1948, and instructed the Secretary to acknowledge 
the letter and to point out, with regard to BRINKQRD (BRINKQRT) that 
this accused had been listed in view of the fact that he was 
commandant of the camp concerned, and must therefore have been res¬ 
ponsible for the handing over of the victims to tnc Gestapo, 









IV. Case of H. RATZMANN - Polish Case 850. 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE observed in regard to this case that 
Ratzmann had been listed by the Commission in virtue of his 
official position. Had the oase been considered under the 
Committee's present procedure, however, where the 3 ubmission of 
evidence concerning individual responsibility was required 
before classifying an individual as a War Criminal, Ratzmann 
would have been listed only as a Suspect. As far as the 
affidavits submitted on behalf of the accused were concerned, 
it did not appear that Ratzmann has taken any aotive part in the 
policy of confiscating Jewish and Polish property, and he, 
as he himself says, was primarily concerned in valuation, 

• 

Dr. AARS RYNNING said that he did not attach very 
muoh importance to the statements made by the Germans in Ratzmam's 
defence. But he thought the action of the British authorities 
in refusing extradition as perfectly Justified in the absence 
of further evidence shaving Ratzmann*s guilt, and he favoured the 
retention of Ratzmann's name on the list of Suspects in the 
meantime. 


Dr. LHAWSXI observed that the statement of the accused 
that he was only oonoerned w ith valuation was incompatible with 
his function as Leiter der Treuhandstelle, If he was holding 
suoh a position he must be assumed to have been responsible for the 
implementation of the policy of confiscating Polish property what¬ 
ever his personal views on such a policy might have been. 

Dr. ZEMAN said that Ratzmann's statement that he was 
engaged only in valuation of property was not consistent with ills 
further statement that he wanted to keep the questions of property 
in suspense, Ratzmann must have known that the Treuhandstelle 
was an illegal institution awl must therefore have been a party 
to the whole policy of taking over Polish property. It was not 
likely that he would have been given the position of Leiter der 
Treuhandstelle unless the Germans had been sure of his carrying 
out the policy which they intended. Dr. Zeman felt strongly 
against the Committee's taking any further action in the matter 
until the Polish representative had had an opportunity of stating 
his views on the oase. 

Mr. KINTNER said the Committee was only concerned In 
considering whether or not a prima fade oase existed on the 
basis of the new evidence submitted,' having due regard to the 
evidence on which Ratzmann had originally been listed. On that 
basis he himself felt inclined to favour the removal of Ratzmann*s 
name from the Commission's List, but he thought the Polish 
representative shsuld have an opportunity of expressing his 
views. EBpeoially would he like an explanation of the statement 
that the Polish Government was prepared to renounce Ratzmann*a 
extradition provided another individual was extradited in his 
place, Mr. K^niner said such a statement seemed hardly com¬ 
patible with the belief that Ratzmann was guilty. 

The Coirmittee decided that the matter should be adjourned 
until it could be reconsidered more fully in the presence of the 
Polish representative. In the meantime it was agreed to inform 
B.A.0.R, of the Committeo'3 decision. 
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V, Questions arising in connection with t he closing dam of 
Committee I»s activities . 


(0 Future char ge s. 

In view of the decision of the Commission on 21st 
January, 1948, that the last date for submission of oharges 
from the National Offices would be 19th February, 1948, the ques¬ 
tion arose as to what procedure the National Offioes should be 
advised to follow when they could no longer submit charges 
against alleged war criminals for listing by the Oonmission, 

The Ooranittee considered that in oases where extra¬ 
dition was desired National Offioes should be advised to make 
direct application tc the holding authorities concerned. 


(2) Archives. 

With regard to the archives of Committee I, Sir 
Robert CRAIGIE suggested that these might possibly bo wanted 
for reference in connection with law reports of trials, should 
the Commission decide to continue this work after the end of 
March, and for clearing up all matters of extradition which 
might still arise after that date. 

The Committee agreed, and was of the opinion that the 
arohives of Conmittee I should be held by the Commission until 
the reports on war crimes trials are completed, after which time 
they will bo handed over to the United Nations, 

It was decided to submit to the Commission for its 
approval the above two proposals adopted by the Cormittee,

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IV, Case of "ilhelm KQPF - Polish Charge 670 6 , 

Sir Robert GRAIGIE drew the Committee's attention to 
an urgent matter whioh had beer, brought to hi a notice concerning 
the case of Wilhelm Kopf. 

Wilhelm Kopf had boon listed by the Commission as a 
war criminal for ill-treatment and pillage on the basis of a 
charge submitted by the Polish National Office on 6 November, 

1947, in virtue of Kopf's function as a Member of a Conmission 
for the Deportation of poles. Sir Robert was now informed, 
however, that Kopf held a very high official position in the 
British zone of Germany, as Minister President of Lower Saxony, 
and was already occupying that position at the time he was listed 
last November as a war criminal. The Comittee, at the time the 
case was presented, had not been informed of this faot, nor was 
the Committoe made aware that before appointing him to that 
position the British authorities had already carefully investi¬ 
gated Kopf's past record during the Nazi regime and had completely 
satisfied themselves as to Kopf's integrity. 

Sir Robert Craigie said that in view of thin very material 
oircurastance, he was of the opinion that the case of Kopf should 
be urgently re-considered by the Cornuitteo with a view to 
removing his name from the Commission's List, ft would of 
course, always be open to the Committee to re-examine the question 
if at some- future date the Polish Government wore able to bring 
forward further evidence regarding Kopf's guilt. 

Mr. KIMffliU said he considered the matter to be a 
•very serious one. At the- tinic he was listed by the Commission 
Kopf occupied, unknown to the members of the Committee, one of 
the highest positions in Germany. Before occupying 3 uch a 
position it was essential that he should obtain the authorisa¬ 
tion of the British authorities, arid before that authorisation 
could have been given it was all too apparent that Kopf's past 
record and activities during the Nazi regime must have been the 
subject of the closest scrutiny by the British authorities. 

Therefore the fact that he occupied such a position was a point which 
was extremely material when it became a question of v/hethor or not 
Kopf should be listed as a suspected war criminal. Mr, Kintner 
felt sure that had the Committee known that Kopf occupied an 
official position in Germany, and that the British authorities 
had already made extensive investigations, they would never have 
accepted the. evidence which they did as a basis for listing him. 

Mr. Kintrer said that the Commit! .0 had listed about 
40.000 suspected war criminals and witnesses, with only rare 
instances where a ease had eyer been questioned^. This had been 
possible only booause the National Offices when submitting cases 
had exercised the utmost good faith, and tiad consistently fur¬ 
nished the Committee with all available information. That pro¬ 
cedure must inevitably be so because the Committee has only the 
information provided by the 'iational Offices upon which to base 
its decisions, Mr, Kintner felt certain that the Polish 
representative had present, 1 the case in good faith, and did not 
at the time knar that Kopf xjeupied the* position -which he did 
under BG.tish jvu Isaa c Laon* 


However, sinc._ it liad now become apparent that Kopf 











did occupy un official position at the time ho wa3 listed, and 
since from the press statements by Lord Pakonliam, Minister 
responsible for German Affairs in the British Zone, it was 
dear that the British authorities were convinced that Kopf 
was a person of the highest integrity and was not a war crim¬ 
inal, Mr, Kintner suggested that the Committee should forth¬ 
with and immediately remove Kopf's name from the Commission's 
List. 

Dr, AARS RUNNING said he was in full agreement with 
all Mr. Kintner had said, and felt sure that the Polish 
representative did not, at the time the case was rresented, 
know the position which Kopf occupied. 

Dr. ZEMAN said he strongly disagreed with Mr, Kintner's 
statement, especially as it was difficult to pronounce judgnent 
upon findings whioh had not been submitted to the Committee. 

The position which Kopf held was immaterial. The Committee was 
concerned with what he had done in Poland, and he did not think 
that without the co-operation of the Polish authorities in Germany 
or the examination of Committee I, the findings cf the British 
authorities in Saxony could be considered complete. 

Dr. Zernan agreed that the National Offices were 
expected to exercise good faith when submitting charges; but 
there had already been other instances where high positions 
had been given to alleged war criminals who succeeded in 
escaping to occupied territory where evidence was not so easily 
gathered. Dr. Zernan was strongly against removing Kopf's 
name from the Comission's List until they had nud an opportunity 
of studying the findings of the British autiioricies, and until 
the Polish representative had had an opportune iy of expressing 
his views on the case, and of substantiating the evidence more 
fully. 


Sir Robert CRalGIE wondered whether it.might not 
perhaps be a oase of mistaken identi+y, 

Mr, KINTNER observed that according to the press 
reports Kopf had been identified as the individual whose name 
appeared in the Commission's List : 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE said he agreed i/ith Dr. Zernan that 
in ordinary circumstances the position occupied by an accused 
person should not affect the decision f the Commission, other 
things being equal. But this was a special oase. It was 
not merely a question of Kopf's holding an official position 
in Germany, but of the fact that the Britisa authorities had 
based their decision upon a full examination of Kopf's past 
record which had completely satisfied them. That was an 
important material fact w’oich hod not been brought to the 
attention of the Committee when it took its decision. Y/henever 
there was evidence available both for the- defence and for the- 
prosecution the Gornaittee' s function was to consider both in 
order to get to the bottom f the case. 

Sir Rob -rt favoured Mr, Kintner 1 s pr posal, but 
modified to the extent tho; Kopf s name sh uld only be suspended 
from tlu.' List until further investigations had been mode, and 
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until the Polish representative on the Commission had had an 
opportunity of expressing his views. 

Dr. ZEMAN objected to the suspension of Kopf’s name 
from the List. Since they had no details whatever of the 
findings of the British conmission he did not consider the 
Committee could, in fairness to the Polish authorities, aocept 
those findings. They had no concrete evidence to disprove that 
Kopf had been in Poland or that he had committed war orimes. 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE agreed that it would havobeen 
more desirable to discuss the matter in the presence of the 
Polish representative, but as no representative was present and 
the oase was urgent on account of the publicity it had received, 
the Committee might be plnoed in a false position unless it took 
some action. He had suggested suspending Kopfs name from the 
List in preference to removing it in order to give the Polish 
representative an opportunity of expressing his views, and in 
order that the British authorities might have an opportunity of 
stating their reasons as to why they considered the' Polish 
charges ill-founded. 

The Conmittee voted on the proposal to suspend Kopf's 
name from the Coirmissiun’s List of war criminals pending flirt her 
investigations. Sir Robert CRAIGIE, Mr, KINTHER and Dr. AARS 
RUNNING voted in fav >ur of the proposal; Dr. ZEMAN voted against 
the proposal. The proposal was therefore adopted. 

It was decided to inform the United Kingdom Foreign 
Office of the Conmittee' s discussion on the subject and of its 
decision, and to request the British authorities to forward to 
the Commission any evidence which they may possess rebutting 
the charges against Wilhelm K-pf, It was decided also to 
transmit a copy of the relevant case for their information, 

Mr, KIWTNER suggested, and the Conmittee agreed, 
that CROWCASS should also be notified of the Conmittee’3 
decision to suspend Kopf's name from the Commission's List.

Sir Robert CRAIGIE observed that after reading 
the Memo prepared by Dr. Zivkovi6, he personally 
felt the whole case involved very difficult 
technical questions which he doubted whether the 
Committee or the Commission were sufficiently well 
equipped to deal with. It was essentially a 
matter for financial experts to decide Mfhcther the 
measures taken by the Germans in Poland went 
beyond the provisions of international law 
regulating the actions of an occupying power. 

As Dr. Zivkovid had pointed out, many of the 
measures were similar to those which independent 
states had found it neoessary to take in their 
own interests at some time or another, and in the 
deplorable situation in Poland resulting from the 
Nazi aggression, it was evident that even if the 
Germans had been animated by good-will, very 
drastic financial measures would have had to be 
undertaken in order to keep the country on a sound 
footing. 

Referring to Dr. Zivkovio'c suggestion in the 
concluding part of his Memo to ask the Polish 
National Office for additional information. Sir 
Robert doubted whether, even if such information 
were provided, the Commission would be in a position 
to give their authoritative opinion on this 
particular subject. He, personally, would pre¬ 
fer the Polish representative to withdraw th« case 
in view of the technical difficulties involved, and 
also for the further reason that the Commission was 
nearing the end of its activities, and it would 
be difficult in so short a time to lay down what 
in effect would be an entirely new war crime. 

Colonel MUSZKAT said he was in sympathy with 
Sir Robert Craigie's point of view, and he there¬ 
fore proposed to ask the Committee to list as 
Witnesses only the four named individuals - Faersch, 
Heine, Prause and Gottschak. Two of these were 
already in the British Zone and one in the United 
States Zone, and by listing them as Witnesses the 
Polish investigating mission would thereby be 
enabled to interrogate these persona in order to 
obtain further information. 

Dr. ZIVKOVIC pointed out that to list 
individuals as witnesses was acting: on the assumption 
that a specific v/ar crime had boon committed, and 
since it'was this latter question which was the 
very point at issue, he did not think the Committee 
were justified in acting upon Colonel Muazicat's 
proposal. He believed, nevertheless, that the 
polish authorities would have an opportunity to 
take other steps in order to clarify the issue, 
and eventually to decide whether they could pro¬ 
secute the individuals before a penal court or 
present the case to the- International Court of 
Justice at the Hague,

(7347 oontinued) Mr, KXNTNER said he agreed with Sir 
Robert Craigie that It would be extretsely 
difficult for the Canmittee or the Commission 
to take a decision on the o&se, and would 
necessitate going into the matter very 
thoroughly, which would take a great deal of 
time. Since the Commission was new on the 
later stages of its activities he thought the 
case could more effectively be handled by the 
extradition authorities in Germany, who would 
in any event, regardless of any action the 
Commission might take, have to decide whether 
the individuals were guilty. The authorities 
concerned would, he felt certain, co-operate 
to the fullest extent with the Polish National 
Office in deciding whether this particular 
charge constituted a war crime. Undoubtedly 
great financial harm had been done through the 
various manipulations described in the charge, 
but whether or not suoh measures constituted 
a war crime was another matter. He personally 
would not be prepared to vote on the question 
without instructions from his Government, 

Dr, AARS RUNNING thought the case should 
. be considered in relation to the background of 
the German policy of exploitation in all the 
occupied countries. As to some of the charges, 
no doubt they formed part of the whole scheme 
for the ruthless exploitation of the Polish 
nation, and on the highest level these 
regulations would be regarded as criminal. 

But whether or not the persons charged in this 
case occupied suoh a high position that they 
could be held responsible, was another matter. 

He felt that as regards some of the oharges a 
war crime was established, and he personally 
would be prepared to list the four individuals 
as witnesses. 

Dr, ZEMAN supported Dr, Aars Rynning in 
view of the rrell-known German policy of the 
enslavement of peoples in occupied countries. 

It was true that certain independent states had, 
in their own interests, taken such measures as 
those described, but there was little doubt 
that the measures referred t o in this particular 
case were not in the interest of the Polish 
nation. Even though it may be a border-line 
case there was a good deal of information to 
justify the opinion that a war crime had been 
committed. 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE 3aid it would be 
necessary for him to obtain the authority of 
his Government before taking any action which 
would imply that these charges constituted a 
war crime. As Dr, Zivkovio had pointed out, 
it was necessary first of all to establish that 
a v/ar crime had been committed before listing 
persons as witnesses. The Committee were 
anxious to help the Polish authorities as much

as they Gould in this matter beoause un¬ 
doubtedly deliberate exploitation had been 
carried on throughout the occupation. The 
Committee, however, had up till now only 
considered as war crimes acts which they really 
could be sure did, in fact, under international 
law, constitute such crimes. There was little 
time now in which to make very full investi¬ 
gations, but sinoe some of the members of the

Mr. KINTNER said he also was willing to 
attempt to secure the views of his Govern¬

The case was accordingly adjourned until 
the British and United States representatives 
had obtained further instructions.

Sir Robert CRAIGIE asked the Committeeiwhcther 
they considered that this particular oase 
constituted a war crime within the definition 
of Committee Ill's decision as contained in 
Doc. 111/70. . 

Mr. KINTNER said that the question of the 
interpretation of Article 25 of the Hague 
Convention wa3 a difficult one, and he believed 
there were many questions yet undecided and 
unsolved with respect to aerial bombardment, 
and whether it constituted a war crime under 
certain conditions. In vie-w of the uncert¬ 
ainty in this branch of international law he 
would have to have instructions from his Govern¬ 
ment before voting on the ease. He was per¬ 
fectly willing to abstain from voting however 
if other members felt there was a case made out 
in this particular instance. 

Dr. ZIVKOVIC said that generally speaking 
there was uncertainty with regard to the ques¬ 
tion raised by Mr. Klntner, but this was a 
speoific case involving certain acts which 
were contrary to the provisions of international 
law, and which were committed in the course of 
aggression against Poland. It was these very 
acts which resulted in the aggression cf Polish 
territory, which aggression had been declared 
criminal by the Nuremberg Tribunal. Here 
there was a specific issue, so he believed 
that the uncertainty could be removed in this 
particular case in view f the judgment of the 
Nuremberg Tribunal. 

Mr. KINTNER pointed out that evidence had 
not been adduced in this case to show that the 
Generals were concerned with the charge of 
indiscrimin tu bombardment. No doubt it 










(7593 continued) ooourred, and they had a measure of res¬ 
ponsibility beoause of their official 
position. 

Colonel MUSZKAT said the charge, he 
thought, had been prepared by the Polish 
National Office in order to support some of 
the charges brought before the United States 
Tribunal in Nuremberg, since all these Generals 
had either been tried already or would be tried 
in the future, and so there was no possibility 
of their ever being tried in Poland, 

Mr, KIOTNER said he was not aware that 
the Generals concerned were to be tried at 
Nuremberg, 

Sir Robert GRAIGIE said that in none of 
the cases concerning the Generals already 
tried hod indiscriminate bombing of undefended 
places been mentioned as one of the charges. He 
thought it would be very difficult tot thB 
Conraittee to agree, in view of all the previous 
history of the matter, that this constituted a 
war crime. There was only the question 
whether perhaps the Governments concerned 
would be prepared to regard this particular 
instance as a war crime since it oocurred on 
the first day of the German aggression. That 
did make a difference, 

Mr, KINTNER concurred. 

Dr. AARS RUNNING asked whether this case 
could not be altered to the effect that the 
Generals are charged with complicity in the 
criminal-act of aggression against Poland, 
since it would then be in line with the 
American charges. 

Colonel MUSZKAT agroed, and pointed out 
that the bombardment of undefended places 
during the first day of the war was at least 
complicity in, if not responsibility for, 
criminal aggression. 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE .said that particular 
charge was not substantiated in the case as 
it had been submitted. 

Colonel MUSZKAT replied that the oaBe gave 
a picture of indiscriminate bombardment during 
the first day of war which was the result of 
criminal aggression. 

Dr, AARS RYNNING observed that it showed 
their complicity in the aggression itself. 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE pointed out that the 
charge was nut one of complicity in aggression. 
It would be necessary to show clearly that 
these Generals were actual accomplices, and that 
































II. Case of Vilhelm KOPF - polish Charge 6766 


The Capaittee considered the following letter from 
Colonel Musr.kat to Sir Robert Craigie received on 19th 

February, 1946: 

"Referring to the case of Wilhelm KOPF, Polish 
Charge 6766 , raised in ray absenoe at the meeting of 
Cam it tee I on February 5th, 1948, I would like to add 
the foilwring information; 


1) When the charge against Kopf was submitted to the 
Ccnroiaaion, the accused had not yet been located and his 
present high official position was not known to the Polish 
Main National Office, However, even had we been aware 
of Kopf*s actual position, the knowledge of thiB faot 
oould not have prevented the submission, of the relevant 


charge aa it was substantially enough supported to prove 
the aoeuaed's guilt, to establish a prima facie case against 
him for the War Crimes Commission, and to list him by 
Comlttee I, On the contrary, the fact that the accused 
succeeded to oonoeal his criminal past, to deceive the 
Occupation authorities, and to become a leader in Germany — 
must be considered as aggravating circumstance. 


2) Kopf was identified by chance when one of his Polish 
victims recognised in one of his photos published in a 
German paper the man who had illtreated him in the times 
of the Nazi occupation of Poland, Had this incident not 
occurred, Kopf would have been in a position to continue 
hia political activities, he would not ,be punished for 
orlmea oc w nitted in the past, and thus be able to start in 
future anew on the path of oriminality. The late 
identification of Kopf is the reason why the extradition 
request was presented three months after the actual 
Hating, 


JL The fact that Kopf* s past record had already been 
carefully investigated does not constitute sufficient 
reason to remove or to suspend his name from the 
Commission'a Lists, as he obviously has been able to 
deoeive the Investigation authorities. Any removal or 
suspension of Kopf's name from the Conmission's List can 
be justified only if the listing was entered by mistake 
or on the basis of untrue affidavits, 

4t2L The charge against Kopf with all relevant supporting 
matter - consisting of affidavits, evidence, photographs, 
eto, • was presented to the British authorities in Germany, 
and a deoislon for extradition of the accused by the British 
Extradition Board is expected as soon as the presented 
request, and the evidenoe to substantiate this request, 
have been considered. Copies .of the entire evidenoe in 
support of the oharge against Kopf- can be obtained from the 
Polish Investigation Mission in Germany, which is in charge 
of the prosecution of the accused before the relevant 
British authorities, and the evidence can be presented as 
additional information to Committee I, The material handed 
by the Polish authorities to the British Extradition Board 
is rauoh more complete than that which was enclosed to t he 
charge brought before Committee I, and. is absolutely 
sufficient both to establish a prima facie case against Kopf. 
for the War Crimes Commission as well as to prove his guilt. 












S') The Polish Main National Oft ice for War Crimea is in 
possession of the original of a photograph made by the 
German authorities showing Kopf, with a 3tiok in his hand, 
in command of a deportation transport of Poles, The most 
characteristic evidenoe against Kopf has been deposited by 
a Mr, Wisniewski, an inhabitant of Krzepice, who testified 
that Kopf often visited this locality - and that his 
arrival bode always evil and signified coming deportations, 
arrests, looting of property and confiscations. Kopf 
came always to Krzepice in SS uniform and was in 1940 
personally in oharge of a vast deportation action of Jews - 
and later of Poles - from Krzepioe. Wisniewski testified 
that the deported population was often illtreated by Kopf 
who kicked and beat even women and children. According 
to the affidavit of Wisniewski, Kcpf cane once to the owner 
of a Dispensary in Krzepice, a Mr, Orlowski, He ordered 
him to leave his hco» and establishment at once- - and Kopf 
took all this over for his own purposes. When Orlowski 
tried to ooraplain against Kopf's orders, the accused 
delivered him to the Gestapo, Orlowski was sent to the 
Oswiecim concentration camp from where he never returned. 

The orirainal activities of Kopf in Sadowa are 
described in Charge 6766 ,- In the statements made by 
Kopf to the German press after the extradition request had 
been presented to the British authorities, Kopf did not 
deny his part in the confiscation of property in Poland 
but stated that he had to do so in pursuance of superior 
orders. 


It can be derived from several affidavits and, 
moreover, it has been established beyond doubt, that Kopf 
was the man of confidence and olosest collaboration to the 
Nasi Caned sear, Oberbuergermeister Killing of Krolewska 
Huta ( wham Kopf has .appointed as one of his present 
assistants), and to the Brigadeftfhrer <ler SA, Schoert.- 
Thanks to their assistance, Kopf became a TreuhSnder 
(Trustee) for confiscated Polish and Jewish property in 
Poland and sucoeeded to secure for himself a responsible 
post in the criminal organisation H.T.O., where he was put 
in oharge of administration of confiscated property. Later, 
he was appointed Commissar for Confiscation of Polish 
property in the distriot of Lubliniec. 

According to testimonies of several witnesses 
taken under oath, Kopf's own hone was furnished with 
furniture looted from Poles who had been deported to 
camps. 


Various aots of illtreatment by Kopf of his 
Polish peraomei as well as deportations to camps without 
any important reason but solely on suspiciou of dis¬ 
satisfaction with his canmand, are proved by affidavits of 
several witnesses, and have been enclosed to the request 
for extradition, 

6) Taking the above mentioned particulars into con¬ 
sideration, it is obvious that there can be no reason for 
the removal or suspension of Kopf's name from the 
Commission's L^st, The whole natter is a question to 
be dealt with by the two Government - the British and 
Polish Government, 

Any decision of the Commission taken on the 
ground that Kopf's name should be removed from the 
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Commission's List beoause of Ms present high office and 
position, and not substantiated by proofs that he is not 
guilty, must be considered a3 in flagrant contravention 
to rules and procedure of the Commission. Moreover, 
such decision would mean a premium for Kopf's ability to 
deceive the Occupation authorities who examined ar.l 
soreened his part record". 


Sir Robert CRA.IGIE assured Colonel MUszkat that the 
facts which were given in his letter would bo very carefully 
examined at once by the British authorities. 

As things stood at present, he was somewhat mystified 
by the whole case. It appeared that Kopf, whose past record 
had been very carefully investigated before being given an 
offioiol post in Lower Saxony, was not only a very able man but 
a man of broad views, whose personality differed in every 
respect from the type of individual desoribed in the Polish 
oharges. Moreover, Kopf had denied, in toto. the charges 
against him, and in due course he, (Sir Robert), would be sub¬ 
mitting to the Committee a detailed rebuttal of those chargQB, 
together with such evidence for the defence as was available. 

There was, however, one aspeot of the case which he 
could not help thinking was a little unfortunate. As Colonel 
Muszkat had stated in his letter, the Committee did not know, 
at the time he was listed, that Kopf occupied the positionnhioh 
he did. Ke understood the Polish authorities themselves wore 
unaware of the fact. But while, as Colonel Muszkat said, the 
faot that Kopf occupied an official position was in itself 
immaterial, the faot that he could only have occupied that 
position after the most careful investigation by the British 
authorities, was very material indeed. In such circumstances 
Sir Robert himself would never have agreed to the listing, but 
would have proposed - and he believed the Committee would have 
supported him - that the matter be referred to the British 
authorities in Germany in order that they might have an 
opportunity to re-examine the charges. It was qiite clear 
therefore that the. Conr.iittee's original decision had been taken 
under a misapprehension. 

There was another matter which he had found difficult 
to understand. Prcm an official report he had received it 
appeared that on 30th January one of the Polish representatives 
in Berlin had summoned a press conference, and in the most 
dramatio way possible had announced that Kopf had been charged 
as a war criminal. That seemed to him to represent a definite 
attempt to exploit the matter from the point of view of 
publicity - an action, he felt Colonel Muszkat would agree, was 
most undesirable, sinoe the Coranittee had- always been opposed to 
publicity in regard to its decisions, particularly when a case was 
3ub judice. 

Sir Robert Craigie concluded by. saying that he 
personally felt, after reading Colonel Muszkat's letter, that 
the Committee's decision to suspend Kopf's name from the 
Ccramission's List, and the effects of listing, pending further 
investigation into the whole matter, was a correct one, Snd he 
suggested that no further action should be taken by the 
Cormittee on that point until the charges had been further 
investigated, and evidence was available for the defence. He 
understood from Colonel Muszkat that these charges were 
already in the possession of the British Extradition authorities 
in Germany. 

Mr, KII7TNER sold he agreed with all that Sir Robert 











had said, and supported his proposal for further investigation 
of the matter. 

Or, AARS RYNNING said he was quite sure that had he 
known Kopf's record had already been the subject of careful 
scrutiny before being given a responsible position by the British 
authorities, he would definitely have votod. for the adjournment 
of the case. In consequenoe, he felt it was right to abide by 
the decision to suspend hi3 name from the Li3t until the Polish 
ohargea had been fully examined by the British authorities in 
Germany, and until Kopf had had an opportunity to state his 
defence. It seemed to him, however, that the facts contained 
in Colonel Luszkat's letter suggested very strong evidence 
against Kopf. 

Dr. ZEMAN said he still maintained his original 
decision in the matter. He did not think the Coranittee were 
proceeding correctly, since the facts originally submitted by 
the Polish National Office together with the additional facts 
referred to in Colonel Muszkat's letter, were quite sufficient 
to establish a prima facie case. The Committee had taken its 
decision to suspend Kopy's name from the List merely on a 
general statement that the British authorities had scrutinised 
Kopf's past. But there were many cases where former Nazis 
had managed to deceive the occupying authorities, and he felt 
the Coranittee were not justified in changing their decision so 
long as they had no concrete rebuttal of the original oharges. 

Colonel MUSZKAT said he would like to emphasise that 
there were two separate aspects of the matter - the Committee's 
procedure with regard to the case; and the procedure of tie 
extradition authorities. As far a3 the Coranittee was concerned, 
the charge against Kopf had been accepted and was now supported 
by further evidence sufficient to establish a prima faoie case. 
There was no reason to alter the Committee's original decision 
to list him, as they were not in possession of any evidenoe 
which proved the original charge to be incorrect. The mere 
fact that Kopf'3 past record had been scrutinised was ngt 
enough to cause the Committee to alter its deoision, Many 
former Nazis had managed to conceal their past criminal 
activities and had consequently been given high positions in 
every zone in Germany, but on several occasions the true facts 
had come to light and those former war criminals had been dis¬ 
missed. The question whether or not Kopf wa3 in fact guilty 
was a matter to be decided by the extradition authorities. It 
was outside the jurisdiction of the Committee, which should 
maintain its original deoision until it was in possession of 
definite evidence showing that the charges wore false. 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE said he was sorry there should be 
a divergence of opinion on the question of procedure. The 
opinion of the majority of the members of the Coranittee was 
that, had they known Kopf's case must have formed the subject 
of very careful investigation by the British authorities 
before allowing him to hold the position as Minister President 
in Lower Saxony, they would have voted for the adjournment of 
the case in order to receive further information. Such a 
deoision would have been entirely in accordance with the normal 
procedure of Committee I, and it was that point he ventured to 
suggest, which gave peculiar significance to this particular 
case. He felt sure- therefore that their present procedure 
of suspending a name which would never have been placed on the 
List, had the Coranittee been in possession of all the facts, 
was entirely regular. 
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Mr, KINTNER and Dr. AARS RUNNING said that was also 
their view. 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE said in that case the Ccranittee 
maintained their decision agreed upon at the meeting on 5th 
February, on the understanding that the charges which the 
Polish representative had said were in the possession of the 
British authorities in Germany would be investigated at the 
earliest possible moment. As soon as he had received a reply 
on the matter, he would submit the information to the Committee, 

Mr. KINTNER and Dr. AARS RYNNING concurred, and Dr. 

Aars Rynning expressed the desire that no publicity should be 
given to the Committee's decision. 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE said that as far as the British 
authorities were concerned, they had been opposed to publicity 
of any kind, except in response to the publicity which had 
already been given by the Polish authorities in Berlin. 

Mr. KINTNER said that the Coiwnission had from its 
inception been engaged in a strictly professional task of 
examining evidence against alleged war criminals, atxl as far 
as possible keeping itself above partisan and political matters. 

It was for that reason that the Commission had always eschewed 
the idea of publicity being given to its decisions, and Mr, 

Kintner felt sure that his Polish colleague would agree that 
publicity in a matter of this nature was most undesirable. The 
Coninissian's duty was primarily to see that war criminals were 
given the justice they deserved, and they had endeavoured to 
do this fairly and justly. For that reason he was in full 
agreement with everything Sir Robert had said, on the under¬ 
standing that the Committee received the fullest information on 
the whole matter. 

Colonel MUSZKAT said he agreed with what Mr. Kintner 
had just said, but the decision ’which the Coixiittee proposed to 
take would create a precedent in the Commission's work and 
procedure. The Committee, whose function was similar to that 
of a juridical body, had listed an individual on the basis of 
certain evidence which had been fully investigated In Poland by 
lawyers of the Polish War Crimes Commission and by courts. There 
were no grounds for assuming that evidence to be incorrect, yet 
the Committee was proposing to revoke its decision merely on the 
information that the accused had been screened by an administrative 
body. The value of the Committee's work would be diminished if 
it were to suspend the name of a war criminal already listed 
merely because he held an official position in one of the zones 
of Germany. 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE pointed out that it was not a 
question of Kopf holding an official position, but that at the 
time the decision to list him was taken the Conmittee was 
unaware that the- case must have already formed the subject of 
careful examination by the British authorities concerned, and 
that if these facts had been kno\7n to the- Committee, their 
normal procedure would have been to adjourn the case in order 
to obtain all the relevant information. 

Colonel MUSZKAT said he quite understood, but Kqpf's 
extradition was surely a matter for the British extradition 
authorities, not for the Coeraittee. The decision to suspend 
his name would be an injustice to the good faith of the Polish 
National Office, because when presenting the case they them¬ 
selves had not been aware of the circumstances, and, in fact, 
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they would not have been material. The request for extradition 
had not been presented until some months later because Kopf's 
whereabouts was unknown, and he had only been identified by 
chance by one of the victims when his photograph had appeared 
in the German press. 

Colonel M u szkat referred to the similar case of 
General Marinov which was under consideration of the CcBmleftica 
some time ago, Marinov had occupied a very high position as 
Minister of the Bulgarian Government in Paris, yet when the 
Greek Government had presented a request for his extradition, 
the Committee did not take any action to suspend his name from 
the List while further investigations were in progress. The 
case of Kopf was similar in all respects, and he felt the 
Committee would be doing a great injustice not only to the 
Polish National Office but to itself, if it decided to suspend 
his name from the List. Colonel Muszkat pointed out that at jl later 
date it might even be possible to remove Kopf's name from the 
List altogether if the circumstnnoes warranted it, but he would 
appeal to the Committee not to take any action meanwhile. 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE said he q.ii , j saw Colonel Muszkat'a 
point of view, but he felt Colonel Muszkat was inclined to 
attach too much importance to the technic-. 1 point of suspending 
Kopf's name from the Li3t. Referring to she case of Marinov, 

Sir Robert pointed out that although thetum 'suspension' was 
not used in his case, since a request had not been made to the 
Conmlttee, the effects of listing were in fact suspended while 
the Committee were investigating the case. As soon as the 
French authorities were informed that the matter was being 
investigated fVirthor by the Committee, they decided, with the 
assent of the Committee, that no further steps should be taken 
in the matter of extradition until the whole question had been 
reconsidered. Exactly the same procedure had been followed in 
the present case. 

Sir Robert Craigie ,-ulded that it seemed to him 
olementary that in any case where there was reason to believe 
important additional evidence existed which was not in the 
possession of the Committee at the time the case was considered, 
it should be adjourned in order that the additional evidence 
might be made available. In the great majority of cases, of 
course, they did not know whether additional evidence existed, 
but where it was known to exist the Conniete^. had, as far as he 
was aware, always insisted on obtaining the information, and 
had adjourned the case until such time ac it wia available. 

That was what the Committee would undoubtedly have done in the 
present case had it known all the circumstances. 

Sir Robert Craigie said he was sorry Colonel Muszkat 
should take so tragic a view of the Committee's decision, but 
he was satisfied such a decision did net, in effect, differ 
from the Committee 's normal procedure; moreover, he did not 
see that it could affect the further prooe ure, which would be 
to re-examine the case at the earliest possible moment. 

Colonel MUSZKAT said he honestly believed the British 
authorities would investigate the case can fully, and he was 
convinced that extradition would be granted because the Polish 
authorities had ample evidence tJ show Kopf's .nilt. But he 
would like to ask the Committee to refrain from taking any 
action, and to adjourn the case until a dat- agreed upon, when 
they would have before them both the additional p lish evidence 
and the findings of the extradition authorities. 

To him it was quite a norml case where a former 











Nazi had succeeded in deceiving the occupation authorities. 
They had had similar cases in Poland, where they had often to 
dismiss a man from, a responsible post when his collaboration 
with the Germans during the war had been discovered. 

Sir Robert CRAJGIE said he agreed with Colonel 
Muszkat that when the case was eventually reconsidered, the 
Comnittee must have all available information both from the 
British and from the Polish authorities. 

The Committee decided that the case should be 
adjourned for three weeks, when it would be reconsidered in 
the light of further evidence to be submitted by the Polish 
and British authorities respectively. 


III. Case of H. RAT3AANN,- Polish Charge 050 . 

P u rther consideration of this matter was adjourned 
until the next meeting in order that the Polish representative 
might have an opportunity of examining the evidenoe submitted 
on behalf of the accused.

III. Submission of cases by National Offices 


With regard to the Committee’s previous decision to accept oases 
submitted by the National Offices up to 21st February, the Committee 
decided exceptionally to accept additional information to previously 
adjourned cases, submitted by the National Offices up to 27th February, 19^8, 
inclusive. 


IV. Closing of 79th List of War Criminals 

The Committee decided to issue a new Commission’s List of War 
Criminals (No. 79) which would include cases accepted by the Committee 
up to 26th February, 1948, inclusive.

II. Extradition of H. RAT31ANN (Polish Charge 850). 

With reference to the Committee*s previous discussion 
on this matter at their meeting on 29th January, 1948, the ^omnittee 
considered the following letter dated 26th February, 1948, addressed 
to Sir Robert Craigie from Colonel Muszkat: 

"1 have studied very carefully the affidavits attached 
to the letter of the Legal Division, BAOR, dated 23rd Deoeinber, 
1947, concerning the alleged war criminal Hugo Ratzmann, 

"In none of the affidavits could I find anything dis¬ 
proving the charges brought against the accused. On the 











■’contrary, one of hu friends, Dr. Karl Me lien, stated that 
Ratzmann finished his work with the criminal organisation 
IZTO in the spring of 1942, while the accused himself stated that 
he ended that work in October 1940. 

"It is obvious, according to the affidavits, that Ratzmann 
was not the worst type of Nazi,and that he had even on occasion 
protected people persecuted on racial grounds. But this, I think, 
is no- reason to justify an assertion that he is not responsible for 
the charges which have been brought against him, and already 
considered by 0nmittee I as substantiating the establishment of a 
priraa facie case of the commission of a war crime. The statement 
by the German attorneys, Ernst Wunram and Heinrich Hintzen, that 
the Polish 7,'ar Crimes Mission is ready to renounce its olaim on 
Ratzmann, if another German war criminal is extradited to Poland, 
and the statement of the accused that the extradition request is 
inspired by motives other than the desire to put him on trial are 
untruf and insulting. 

"I think the question of eventually removing the name of 
the accused from the Commission's lists should be postponed until 
the accused or his defence can present evidence proving that he is 
not responsible for the criminal activity exposed,in the charge 
brought against him". 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE said he agreed with Colonel M u szkat that the 
evidence w.iica had been submitted in Ratzmann's defence was not in itself 
sufficient to justify the removal of his name from the Commission's List 
of Y/ar Criminals; at the same time there were strong grounds for 
believing that hatzrv’nr. was not the type of man who would have committed 
the particular crimes attributed to him. As had already been pointed out, 
Ratzmann hid originally been listed merely in virtue of his offioial 
position, and had the case been considered under the Committee's present 
procedure, he would have- been listed as a Suspect only. 

Mr„ KI1ZTNER shared Sir Robert Craigie's views, and favoured the 
change of classification from War Criminal to Suspect in view of the 
additional statements concerning Ratzmann's character,and also because 
such a decision would be in accordance with the Committee's present 
procedure. 

Dr. AARS RYNNING said he did not attach a great deal of import¬ 
ance to the statements upholding Ratzmann's character, because it was 
always passible for anyone to procure such statements from another person 
known to him r Even the fact that he had on occasion protected people per¬ 
secuted on racial grounds did not mean that he would not behave in quite 
a different manner when in Poland, Dr. Aars Rynning agreed, however, 
that it would be in accordance with the Committee's present procedure to 
reclassify Ratzmann from war criminal to suspect. 

Pr, LITAWSKI pointed out that according to Ratzmann's own state¬ 
ment he regarded the Polish territory in which he performed his official 
activities as b- longing by right to Germany, and therefore it was 
unlikely that he would have exercised ;my but strong German sympathies, 
the more so as ha held a responsible position and acted in accordance with legal 
orders issued from Berlin, He was not a trustee in the ordinary sense, 
because the whale German policy was essentially one of confiscation. 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE sail that so far as the official records 
showed, the Ge?T»-on Government or 1 ored the property to be iitpounded until 
the end of uie war and meanwniij entrusted the administering of it to 
the Tre’U 1 ' ndstello, 


Th Co; snittc ’.ceiled finally to reclassify Ratzmann from War 
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riminal to Suspect, and to inform the holding authorities that this 
decision was in accordance with the Committee's present procedure. 

At the same time, it trhould be pointed out that Ratzmann did, in 
fact, hold a high and responsible position in Poland, The attention 
of the holding authorities should also be drawn to the discrepancy 
existing between the statement of the accused and the statement of 
Dr, Carl Ik lien regarding the date when Ratzmann finished hio work 
with the Haupttreuhnndstelle Ost. 


III. Submission of cases by National Offices 

With regard to the Committee's decision to accept cases sub¬ 
mitted by the National Offices up to 21st February, and their 
decision of 26th February concerning adjourned oases, the Committee 
agreed exceptionally to accept all addenda to previously considered 
cases,submitted by the National Offices up to 27th February, 1948, 
inclusive.

Sir Robert CRAIGIE, on behalf of the members of the Committee* 
extended a very warn welcome -to Dr. Ecor who, as Czechoslovak 
Representative, had been Ohe of the earliest members of the 
Commission, He regretted that owing to Dr. Ecor * a short stay 
In this country it would not b-' possible f or a„l isobars of the 
Commission to meet him and to hear what he had to say.

Minutes Nob, 135, 136 and 137 of the Meetings held on 
19th February, 26th February, and 27th Fehnw-’y, 1948, were 
approved. 


II. Stat ement by Dr. E6er concerning Dr. Ferdinand DUR CANSKY, 

Dr. ECER said: '*My Government has instructed me to 

come here and, among other things to draw bhc attention of 
Committee I and of tb. Commission to the following facts: 

% 

"Conmittee I listed as a war criminal on 18th September* 
194j 6* a certain Dr. Ferdinand Durcansky who, during the war, was 
the so-called Foreign Minister of the Slovak Puppet Government, 

He was listed by the Commission unanimously for the following v/ar 
orimes; murder and massacres, systematic terrorism, torture* 
deliberate starvation and deportation of civilians, internment 
of civilians under inhuman conditions, forced labour of civilians* 
confiscation of property and indiscriminate mass arrests. He 
was responsible, filso for serious crimes committed against the 
Jews, Durcansky, however, succeeded in escaping in 1945, and the 
Czechoslovak Government has not yet been able to get hold of him. 
While I was still in Wiesbaden, Durcansky was reported by the 


French authorities to be somewhere in the French Zone of 
Occupation in Austria. Before we could lay our hands on him, 
however, he escaped to Italy, and from there to ; a,. > other 
unknown destination. 

"During 1947 Durcansky was continuously plotting 
against my country and sent agents from abroad for that purpose. 

We captured some of them, Durcansky gave instructions as to 
who was to be assassinated - I myself was on the list — but the 
person who was instructed to carry out this crime was arrested 
and confessed. All those who -./ere involved in the plot in 
1947 will be tried, but the main instigator is still abroad, 

"Now I have just been informed cf a letter v/hioh 
Durcansky sent to certain Slovak compatriot; from Buenos Aires, 
dated 27th February 1948. The let* r is an official one from 

the Slovak Action Committee and signed by ics Secretary-General 
Polakovic and its President F, Durcansky.. In that letter 
Durcansky states that Coochoslovukia is a'\v finished, that the 
fight for an independent Slovak Republic is starting, and 
invites all Slovak patriots to join him, otherwise they will be 
considered "agents of international communism serving Moscow’s 
aims for v/orld domination", 

"It is a shocking fact that a man listed as a war 
criminal has the facilities to travel from one country to 
another, and even to broadcast and spread subversive propaganda 
amongst the people of Czechoslovakia. 

"I may u aay that Wv, tr:i l Durcansky in absentia, and the 
evidence against him was 30 overwhelming that he was sentenced 
to death, 

"In Nuremberg on 6th January, a trial was begun, 
oalled in our Nuremberg jargon the diplomatic case. At 
that trial the American prosecutor presented to tae Court 
certain documents about the gentlemen of the Wilhelmstrasse. 

Among the documents was a certain document book, reproduced in 
German, about German activities in Czechoslovakia during the 
war, which had been captured by the Americans froi the archives 
of the German Ministry for Foreign Affairs, It showed that 
Durcansky was on the pay-roll of the 3.S„ and 3. L , and it was 
stated that the S. D. had reported in Novel oer 193 > to 
Ribbentrop that the S.D, organisation had ilr-idy paid for 
many visits which Durcansky had made to Germany, nd asked 
Ribbentrop to grant more money for such visits. 

"Is it not a serious fact that a mao vh has been 
listed as a war criminal - not for political iv.ivity against 
the new regime, but for crimes oomitted ijri 1 t.;e German 
occupation - and who, as the Americans shoved. wa in the pay 
of the S.S. and S.D,, should be now t 1irgc, uosing abroad as 
a political leader while in realiiy p'attiag a -ainst my country? 

"I know the Commission is limits 1 in its scope of help¬ 
ing us to find this man, but I should like to ask, on behalf of 
my Government, that my statement be put ‘-in a vrd in order that 
it might circulate among the member Gov rn ter.., ol the Commission; 
and we shall try by this means, and by others to secure his 
arrest. Should v/e eventually succeed, we shall rut him on trial 
again. We tried M Frank very fairly,- and Mr, Justice Jackson 
said himself that it was one of the fairest trials he had ever 
attended - so that is sufficient to show that -. e are not guided 
by sentiments of vengeance but by a sense- of justice and by the 











desire to establish a sufficient warning for the future". 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE thanked Dr. Ecer for his very 
clear exposition of the case and said he felt sure the 
Committee would gladly agree to Dr. E<Ser ! s suggestion to 
record his observations and to circulate them to all members 
of the Ccxnmission. 

The Conmittee supported this proposal. 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE added that he himself proposed to 
draw the attention of the United Kingdom Foreign Office 
especially to the facts whioh Dr. E6er had given, in order that 
his Government might be on their guard against this particular 
individual. 


HI. Case of Dr, Emanuel Bars;-. 

Dr. Ecer submitted to tl.c Committee the following 
report from the Czechoslovak National Office, concerning Dr, 

E. Barsa; 

"I, On the basis of French Charge 1196 Liste A No, 39 a 
oertain Barsa - without Christian name however - was listed by 
the Commission as a Suspect. Barsa is described in the charge 
as a "Schreiber" (Secretary) who worked in the Dental Department 
of the Hospital at Buchenwald Concentration Camp. The 
mentioned Barsa has been identified as Dr. Hi anut 1 Barsa, oivil 
servant in Brno, Caechoslovakia. 

"II, Barsa is charged to have refused dental treatment to 
people against -/hom he took a personal dislike. As witness 
to thio charge a certain Dr. Georges (jiri) Straka has been 
named. Straka i3 the only witness for the prosecution and he 
has been identified as Dr, Jiri Straka, professor at the 
University of Strassbourg who was ? prisoner in the Concentra¬ 
tion Camp, Buchenwald,from the 24th January 1944 until the 11th 
April 1945. 

•’ll!. After identification of the alleged. Suspect Barsa and 
the witness for the prosecution Straka the inquiry has been 
arranged and carried through by hearing both Dr. Emanuel Barsa 
and Dr, Jiri Straka and besides the witnesses Frantisek Pesa, 
Richard Hrazdira, Josef Flek and Jaroslav Polacek,- all of 
them inhabitants of the Concentration Comp Buchenwald and fellow* 
prisoners of Dr. Barsa and Dr. Straka, 

"Dr, Barsa declares that the accusation has no 
foundation at all. He ’worked as a soci i + • ry at the Dental 
Department, He had no right to decide who was to be treated. 

The list of the patients for treatment was hfnded over to him and 
his only task was to write down the stutmenta and instructions 
of the medical staff. He himself s in no ray connected with 
medical services and solely .-ngaged in secretarial wopk, 

" Dr. Straka gave evidence that He never observed and 
never heard that Barsa was unkind ur inhuman to anyone. On 
the contrary he- was repeatedly informed by Dr. Alois Neuman, 
seoretary of the Association of Liberated Political Prisoners, 
a former inmate of the Concentration Camp Buchenwolrl, that Barsa 
was public-spirited, helpful to the prisoners and t have shared 
with them the gift-parcels h< received from homo. Straka did not 
know how it happened that he was named as a witness for the 







prosecution- against Barsa, 


M Regarding the exculpatory 'statement of Dr, Straka there 
was no need of further inquiries. Nevertheless, four more 
witnesses have been called in for evidence by the- Police Head¬ 
quarters Brno; Pesa, Hrazdira, Flek and Folacek, 

"All four of them unanimously gave evidence invalidating 
the accusations against Barsa and all expressed their apprecia¬ 
tion of Barsa's high moral qualities. 

"The final report of the Police-Headquarters Brno, issued 
on the 23rd February 1948, No, 9/40, a translation of which from 
Czech into English in enclosed, concludes with the statement: 

"It can therefore be said with justification that 
the charges brought against Dr. Emanuel Barsa are with¬ 
out foundation.. Furthermore he is well known to 
this authority both from t i. yi. rs before the war and 
after the liberation as person of moral integrity, 
high intelligence and unselfish disposition of mind".

"Taking into consideration all th«. loots as described in this report 
and in the enclosed final report of the Police Headquarters Brno 
there is no doubt that the accusations against Dr. Barsa were • 
based on a regrettable misunderstanding. There is ample 
evidence that Dr. Barsa is not a Suspect and that his honour is 
vindicated, " 

And, therefore, • -vl -reposed; 

To delete the name of Dt Snanael Barsa as a Suspect from 
the List 42, Serial No, 28 

The Committee decided that in accordance with their 
normal procedure, this information should be transmitted to the 
French authorities. Mademoiselle Oapioraont was accordingly 
handed a copy of the relevant documents for transmission to the 
French National Office, and was requested to inform the Committee 
as soon as possible whether the National Office had any objection 
to the removal of Barsa's name from the Commission's List of 
Suspects,

Sir Robert CRAIGIE, on behalf of the members of the 
Committee, extended a warm welcome to Baron Erik Leijonhufvud, 
Advocate General of the Imperial Ethiopian Govcrrment. Ho 
also expressed appreciation of the fact that the cases sub¬ 
mitted by the Ethiopian Government had been so very well 
prepared and documented. 


Proceedings in Individual Cases . 

The Committee considered 31 cases against 101 persons 
submitted by Ethiopia, Belgium and Czechoslovakia 


1) ETHIOPIAN Oases 

Mr. KINTNER 3aid he wished to make an observation 
regarding the present Ethiopian oases. As members would 
recall, when the Commission on October 29th, 1947, had 
voted upon the question of assuming jurisdiction over war 
crimes committed by the Italians in Ethiopia during tho 
war of 1935-36, the United States was one of the two 
countries which abstained from voting. This decision was 
based on the belief of the United States Government that 
when the Commission was established it was not the intention 
of membor Governments to confer upon the Ooiaraission juris¬ 
diction over war crimes committed during the Italo-Ethiopian 
war of 1935-36. 

Upon receipt of the present Ethiopian cases Mr. Kintner 
8aid his Government had been informed of tho contents of the 
cases by cable, and instructions had been requested. 

Those instructions hha not, due to the shortness in time, 
been received up to the present. Therefore, in view of 
the decision taken by his Government when the matter was 
considered by the Commission, he folt it necessary to 
abstain from taking part in the Committee's discussion 
of the Ethiopian cases or from voting upon any one of them. 













Mr. Kintner added that he wished to make it quite 
clear that the United States attitude did not arise from 
any lack of sympathy or r espect for the Ethiopian nation. 

The fact was that in tho absence of instructions from his 
Government it would appear that ho hod no alternative at 
present but to preserve the consistency of the United 
States policy adopted hithertoforo. 

The c ommittee took note of Mr. Kintner*s statement 
and proceeded to consider the Ethiopian cases as follows: 

aTHlurlA). Cases . 

7878 The Cormittee considered the following notes on 
the oaso submitted by Dr. Zivkovi6: 

In this case Marshal F. Badoglio is held res¬ 
ponsible, in his capacity as Conmander-in-Chief 
of theltalian Forces operating in Ethiopia, for acts 
alleged to represent deliberate bombardments of 
hospitals and of undefended places, as well a3 for 
the use of poisonous gases and for wanton des¬ 
truction of religious buildings. 

On the face of the evidence submitted it is 
questionable whether acts incriminated under XXIII 
(hospitals), XIX (undefended places) and XX (religious 
buildings), were committed upon the instructions or 
with the knowledge and consent of the accused so as 
to implicate him as personally responsible. In some 
cases it is also questionable whether bombardments 
were carried out in such a manner as to amount to the 
corresponding violations of the Haguo ®ogylAtiousJ?his 
can be illrrtrated with the boobing of the Swedish 
ambulance on 30.12.1935# described in Appendix I, 
p.4-11. It should bo noted, however, that in regard 
to clear war crimes, there were trials in which it was 
declared that, irrespective of whether commanders did 
or did not issue orders for the conmission of crimes, 
it was their duty to watch over their subordinates and 
undertake steps to prevent crimes from being perpetrated. 
The Japanese general Yamashito was convicted on this 
ground for a series of violations canmitted by his 
troops. 

Such debatable issues do not stand in re^rd to 
the use of poisonous gases, which represent in all 
cases a clear violation of the laws of warfare when 
applied by the aggressor, and for which primary 
responsibility lies upon the Commanders, 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE said he agreed, with Dr, 

Zivkovi6*s proposal except in so far as responsibility 
for the use of poison gas wa3 concerned. He was 
not convinced that there was sufficient prima facie 
evidence on that count for listing Badoglio as a war 
crimina 1. On reading through tne correspondence which 
had been submitted, it appeared to him that practically 
the whole policy in Ethiopia was planned between 
Mussolini and Graziani, 

Technically, Badoglio must be held responsible for 
everything that Graziani did, but the situation being as it 
was at that time, he thought there was no doubt that 
the leader in the field - Graziani - was the one who was 












(7878 oontinued) primarily responsible for that type of crime - use 
— 0 f poison gas - committed in the tactioal field of 
operations, Badolgio would have been ooncemed 
primarily with the question of strategy. Sir 
Robert was therefore doubtful about the whole charge 
concerning Badoglio - even as regards the use of 
poison gas. In the correspondence there was 
nothing which actually proved Badoglio responsible 
for the decision to use it. The only question was 
whether, as in the case of Yamashito, Badoglio could 
be said to be responsible at least for negligence. 

The circumstances were, however, somewhqt different. 
Whereas a Japanese conmander-in-chief was invested 
v/lth enormous powers, in the present case it was 
questionable whether Badoglio was, in fact in a 
position to control Graziani. It was quite 
evident from the correspondence that in all these 
matters Graziani was directly responsible to 
Mussolini, and it was V.e ’dVrs ha hod to obey,. That 
was why Sir Robert thought it extremely doubtful 
whether the Committee were justified in assuming 
that Badoglio was responsible for these alleged 
oriminal acts. 

Lord WRIGHT observed that the charges appeared 
to be not merely individual offences but represented 
a continuous policy, in which case it would appear 
difficult to see how a man in Badoglio*s position - 
as cornnander-in-chief - oould free himself from 
complicity, or want of foresight, or control. 

Dr. AARS RYNNING said he felt quite certain 
that Badoglio as chief in cotimand and responsible 
for carrying out the whole campaign, must in some 
way have been implicated in the decision to use 
poison gas, since it was a decision which must have 
had to be taken on a very high level. 

Dr. ZEMAN said he supported Dr. Aars Rynning 1 3 
statement. The whole policy of the subjugation ofi 
Ethiopia must have been worked out in advance, and 
sinoe all equipment etc, must have been assembled in 
Eritrea from where the attack was to take place, it 
was difficult to believe that Badoglio did not take 
part in those plans and preparations. 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE said he was prepared to list 
Badoglio as a Suspect, but he was not satisfied that 
. there was sufficient evidence to justify listing him 

as a war criminal. 

.Baron LEIJONHUPVTJD explained that during the 
actual campaign leading up to the conquest of 
Addis Ababa, Graziani was commander on the southern 
front, while Badoglio, who was oommander-in-chief, 
was in command on the whole of the northern front, 
’Then Badoglio took up the command in November 1935, 
he had directions given to him from Mussolini, but 
within the limits of those directions he had 
"liberty of action, independence and initiative 
necessary tc a commander of high rank, who has the 
the responsibility for a war that is fought at suoh 
a distance from the mother country". This was 
stated in the book "La guerra d'Etiopia" quoted in 
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Appendix V of the charge, and in the Preface to that 
book Mussolini was pressing for bold action in the 
campaign. 

Dr, AARS RYNNING drew attention to Extract (3) 
of the same Appendix, where it was stated that the 
U3e of gas was authorised "where it is indicated by 
supreme defence reasons". So Badoglio must have 
been acquainted with all that was taking plaoe. 

Lord WRIGHT added that bombing with poison gas 
involved the most elaborate preparations of every 
kind. 


Baron LEIJONHUFVUD said the relation between 
Badogiio and Graziani was described in the last two 
paragraphs of Extract (2) of Appendix V, There it 
was dear that Badoglio dqd not give orders to 
Graziani, but "directions in order to synchronise 
our concurrent operations". 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE asked whether there was any 
direct evidence of atrocities committed by Badoglio 
in his sector while he was commander-in-chief there, 

Baron LEIJONHUFVUD referred to that part of the 
charge given in "particulars of Alleged Crime", 

There the crimes were indicated together with the 
places where they were perpetrated. Those places 
indicated with an S were in the southern sector; 
all other places were in the northern sector - 
Badoglio*s area. 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE said in view of what Baron 
Leijonhufvud had said he was prepared to agree to 
the listing of Badoglio on 'A* gor use of poison 
gas. 

Regarding the bombardment of Red Cross hospitals 
and ambulanoes, however, it was clear from the 
correspondence that there was some element of doubt 
that the bombing was deliberate. 

Dr, ZIVKOVIC observed that although there was no 
direct evidence that Badoglio ordered such things 
in view of the fact that bombardments were repetitive 
and took place continuously, it might be concluded 
that Badoglio had probably issued the orders or at 
least consented to such operations. On the other hand, 
he had been impressed by the fact that the ambulanoes 
were so close to the fighting line that it would seem 
difficult to establish as clear-cut evidence that the 
bombing was always deliberate. 

Dr, AARS RYNNING referred to the correspondenoe 
between the British Administration and the Italian 
Foreign Office, which left no doubt that there was 
no justifiable reason for the dropping of bombs on 
the places concerned. The British refused every 
argument put forward by the Italian Foreign Office, 
According to the correspondenoe between the Italian 
Foreign Office and the High Command in Ethiopia it 
was very likely that Badoglio himself must have had 
some responsibility. He thought, therefore, that there 
was sufficient evidence to list Badoglio as a Suspect 
on this count.

i7878 continued) Baron LEIJONHUFVUD said this was the first time in 

history when Red Cross units were continuously per¬ 
secuted, and that tos observed by the representatives 
of the Italian Red Cross, and he did not think they 
would in those days have hesitated in condemning those 
repeated bombardments as intentional. It must have been 
part of a policy. 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE asked when Badoglio oeased to be 
in command on the southern front, 

Baron LEIJONHUFVUD replied that Badoglio returned 
to Italy soon after the conquest of Addis Ababa in 
May 1936, He was conmander-in-chief and Graziani was 
subordinate to him, but as already pointed out, 

Badoglio gave directions when the proper moment came to 
synchronise theitf forces. 

r 

With regard to the atrocities for which Badoglio 
was actually responsible when on the spot in the 
northern area, the places indicated in the "Particulars 
of Alleged Crime" which were not marked with an S were 
all in Badoglio's area, and the bombardments of those 
places actually occurred while he was in conruind on the 
spot - between December 6th 1935 and March 29th, 1936, 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE said that a oanmander on the 
spot in his own area would be likely to have more 
responsibility for those particular acts than a 
conmander-in-chief, who was not even in the country. 

Baron LEIJONHUFVUD said that Badoglio was follow¬ 
ing the forces oi the northern front. 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE said in view of what Baron 
LEUONHUFVUD had stated he was agreeable to the listing 
of Badoglio on 'A* for the bombardment of Red Cross 
hospitals and Ambulances. 

Dr. AARS RINNING and Dr. ZEMAN agreed, 

Baron LEIJONHUFVUD pointed out that with regard 
to the bombardment of undefended places, very much the 
same applied there as in the bombardment of Red Cross 
units. The bombardment was repeated all over the 
oountry behind the Ethiopian armies. There was a 
book written by one of Mussolini's son '3 in which he 
described the pleasure he hid in bombing the huts. 

Very much the same applied here also and in respect 
of the destruction of religious buildings. The 
Ethiopian village was a very concentrated group of 
huts in which the peasants lived. There was no place 
there for a military force, and Ciano attempted in 
those days - and it was also quoted in correspondence 
to Geneva - that the forces usually camped outside 
the inhabited area, which was easy to locate. 

Dr, ZIVKOVIC said in this respect tie took it 
that in such a country as Ethiopia whose army was not 
equipped with what we called modern weapons and whose 
territory was not covered by modern defences, it was 
difficult to make a distinction between what was an 
area having military objectives and what was not. In 
this connection also it was difficult to estimate to 
what extent religious buildings were destroyed by the 
invading forces by sheer and unnecessary military acts. 

If it was true that the Ethiopian army fought with 

















comparatively primitive means of warfare, and gathered 
every device possible to resist the invaders, it was 
difficult on those counts to establish whether these 
acts did amount to war crimes. 

Dr. AARS RUNNING did not think the Committee 
could list Badoglio for bombardment of undefended 
places. He had read the book referred to by Baron 
Leijonhufvud and it was quite dear that the Ethiopians 
did not fight in ordinary enclosed formations - they 
fought more like guerillas. That being so, it could 
be assumed that every village in the battle area would 
give protection to the troops. 

Dr, ZIVKOVIC said it was difficult to pin the 
responsibility for those tactical operations in the 
field to a man as far behind the lines as Badoglio 
was. 


Sir Robert CRAIGIE pointed out that the Conmittee 
had not hitherto listed anyone for the bombardment of 
undefended places ih view of the difficult problems 
which that particular question raised. 

Baron LEIJONHUFVUD appreciated the fact, but 
observed that the Ethiopian war was different from the 
European war, since only one party possessed aircraft. 

It had been a matter of concern to the Ethiopian 
military leaders that the Italians had not fought 
guerilla warfare, where the Ethiopians would have been 
more successful. 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE said that the Committee had in 
the past considered the various aspects of the question 
of the bombardment of undefended places - and particular¬ 
ly in view of the great difficulty of establishing 
prlma facie evidence for responsibility, he did not 
think that count cculd be accepted. 

Badoglio was therefore listed on 'A* for use of 
poisonous gases and for bombardment of Red Cross 
hospitals and Ambulances only. 

The Committee expressed agreement with Dr. Zivkovi6's 
proposal to list Graziani on 'A' for the follc*7ing 
crimes: I, III, VII, VIII, XVIII, XX, XXVI. 

Baron LEUONHUFVUD said that the Graaiani oas* was 
a toy to'all the other cases except the Badoglio 
case, A close study of the case gave an explana¬ 
tion of the whole Italian policy of systematic 
terrorism. From a practical point of view perhaps 
it was not so necessary that Graziani should be listed 
on all the oounts requested by his Government, but from 
a historical point of . view it was important that he 
should be listed at least on a few more oounts - for 
instance, count XII, attempts to denationalise the 
inhabitants of occupied territory. 

Baron IEUONHUFVUD referred to Appendix J, where, in 
Doc, (a) there was evidence of the intention to execute 
all Amharas, In Doc, (b) this was made even clearer 
ir. a communication to Nasi, one of the Governors, 
where it was stated "Keep in mind also that I have 
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already here aimed at the total destruction of 
^yssinian chiefs and notables and that this measure 
should he completely carried out in >cwr territories". 

In the next Doc, (c), Graziani said "adopt definite will 
to apply directions of II Duce whioh tend to complete 
destruction of Ambaric elements in territories of 
Abyssinian oonquest"* A similar method was recognised 
in the territories of Europe occupied by the German 
Nazis when they tried to eliminate the intellectual 
classes. In his opinion it was a definite attempt to 
denationalise the inhabitants of occupied territory. 

Dr, ZIVTCOVIC was of the opinion that such 
oircumstanoes would fall within the notion of genocide; 
the Conmittee, however, had never applied that as a 
qualification, but had substituted the notion with mass 
murder - which crime was oovered by count I, As far 
as the question of denationalising the inhabitants of 
occupied territory was concerned, the Conmittee had 
always been of the opinion that it was necessary to 
prove, apart from instances such as biological 
extermination, other factors such as imposition of the 
language of the occupying power, abolition of schools 
under the former educational system, forcible changes 
of names of inhabitants or places and so forth. These 
were essential elements of the crime of denationalisa¬ 
tion, whereas in the evidence here submitted Graziani 
attempted to exterminate biologically the whole 
community on some racial or political grounds, which 
the Conmittee usually qualified as mass murder. 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE said that procedure would be in 
accordance rath the Committee's usual practice in such 
oases. The crime of denationalisation was somewhat 
difficult to define, and the Committee had always taken 
the view that only those very high up in the hierarchy 
should oven be considered >n that count, Graziani was, 
it was true, of high rank, but it would be a new 
departure for the Conmittee to list anyone for the 
crime of denationalisation who was guilty of mass murder. 
Sir Robert referred to similar cases concerning Jews 
in the occupied countries of Europe - the crimes with 
which the Germans had been charged in such cases had 
always been mass murder. 

In the absence of evidence of the type which the 
Conmittee would require to establish a crime of 
denationalisation. Sir Robert expressed th= hope 
that the Ethiopian representative would not feel it 
necessary to insist on the inclusion of that 
particular charge. He did not think it would make 
any practical difference to the efforts of the 
Ethiopian Government to secure surrender of the 
accused that there should be a larger number of crimes 
than those already proposed. 

Dr. AARS RYNNING and Dr. ZEMAN agreed. 

Baron LEUONHUFVTJD asked whether Graziani could be 
listed for pillage and referred to the systematic 
plundering of Addis Ababa and the monastery at Debra 
Libanos, He also enquired whether the Committee intended 
to list him for the charge of deliberate bombardment of 
Red Cross units. 


The Committee agreed to list Graziani for pillage 
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(7879 continued) and for deliberate bombardment of Red Cross Units, 

Graziani was therefore listod on 'A* on counts 
I, III, VII, VIII, XIII, XVIII, XX, XXIII, XXVI. 

7860 The Committee considered Dr. Zivkovid’s note on the 

case which ves as follows; 

No specific charges are laid against the accused. 

In view of the reference made to the case against 
Graziani it would appear that the accused is charged 
for complicity in the crimes perpetrated by Graziani 
on account of his position (Minister for the Colonies), 

Prom the evidence submitted against Graziani it 
appears that the latter made reports to the accused in 
connection with the crimes committed. It is, however, 
not clear whether it was within the accused’s competence 
to interfere with Graziani*s contnand, and if so, whether 
he did or did not take steps to prevent crimes from 
being comaitted. The case should, consequently, be 
adjourned sine die for lack of evidence. 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE said he agreed with Dr, 

Zivkovl8's comments. T he evidence associating Lessona 
with the crimes hardly seemed to be sufficient to 
justify listing him as a war criminal. 

Dr. AARS RYNNING said there was no direct 
evidence to justify listing him as a war criminal, 
but thought it should be possible to list Lessona as 
a Suspect on account of his official position, and on 
the basis of the case against Graziani. 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE said it did not appear to him 
that Lessona had a great deal of responsibility. He 
was, however, prepared to agree to list him as a 
Suspect, • 

Boron LEIJONHUFVUD explained that Lessona 
was Vice Minister for the Colonies before the/conquered Lessona 
Italian conquest of Addis Ababa. After Addis Ababa had beei\/ 
was appointed full Minister By Mussolini. A decree 
was issued describing the powers and duties of the 
Governor General in relation to the Minister for 
Colonies, and Baron Leijonhufvud referred to Appendix 
Q, Art. 5, where it stated that the Governor General 
depended directly and exclusively on the Minister of 
the Colonies. Art. 12 stated that the Provincial 
Governors depended on and carried out "the general 
political, administrative or military directions 
given by the Minister of the Colonies and transmitted 
to them by the Viceroy", Art, 21 stated Hhe Governor 
General Vioeroy and the Governors cannot correspond 
with the administration of the State except through or 
with the authorisation of the Minister for the Colonies", 

That was a decree according to which the Minister for 
the Colonies constitutionally had responsibility for 
everything. When Graziani arrived in June 1936 he 
sent a cable to the Colonial Minister - given in 
Appendix R - requesting freedom of action to pursue 
a certain policy. There was no sign of Lessona 
raising any objections to this request. 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE enquired whether there was 
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any evidence to prove that Lessona agreed to Graziani*s 
request, 

Baron LEIJONHUFVUD replied that subsequent events 
were sufficient evidence. Furthermore, there was no 
sign of any objection on the part of Lessona. When 
Graziani took up office in Ethiopia he was already known 
as the hyena of Libya, If a Minister who was constitut¬ 
ionally his superior received such a cable as that already 
referred to, and was continuously informed by Graziani 
of all steps taken, and did not raise any objection or 
resign his office, he must be considered to have 
participated in the policy of systematic terrorism. 
Moreover, he was removed from office eventually on the 
same grounds as Graziani, Mussolini saw that this 
policy did not work in Ethiopia, and substituted these 
men with others at the end of 1937 . 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE asked whether there was direct 
evidence to show that they were removed because of the 
failure of the repressive policy they had pursued, and 
not on some other grounds, 

Baron LEIJONHUFVUD said there was no definite 
statement to that effect, but it was clear under the 
circumstances that the person who succeeded him came with 
apparently new instructions and new orders were issued. 

Dr, AARS RYNNING said it might well be that 
Lessona finally may be proved to be responsible for 
those crimes, but it could only be denied that the 
documents submitted did not indicate circumstanoial 
evidence, in which case he did not think the Committee 
could list Lessona on 'A 1 , 

It was agreed that Lessona should be listed on 'S' 
for complicity in systematic terrorism. 

On ’A' for mass murder, on the basis of the evidence 
submitted in Appendix E of the Graziani case 7879 

On *A* on counts I and XXVI only. 

On ’A'for use of poisonous gases; and also for murder, 
after the Ethiopian representative had explained that 
Pirzio Biroli wqs responsible for the capture and 
shooting without trial of one of the Chiefs of Ethiopia 
who continued fighting after the conquest of Addis 
Ababa, 

On * A * on all counts except XIX 
On 'A' on all counts except XIX 
On 'A' 

The Committee were of the opinion that no conclusive 
evidence had been submitted in this case to prove 
Oerulli’s guilt in connection with the alleged crimes. 

The Ethiopian delegate, Baron LEIJONHUFVUD, said 
that his Government had just completed the interrogation 
of Cerulli's interpreter whom they had recently managed 
to contact and no doubt as a result of the interrogation 
much more conclusive evidence would be available concern¬ 
ing the accused. He had requested the relevant 
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( 7687 oontinued^ affidavit to be transmitted to him from Ethiopia as soon 
as possible, and asked whether the Committee would con¬ 
sider adjourning the case until the additional informa¬ 
tion was available. Alternatively, he suggested that 
Cerulli be listed as a Witness in view of the successive 
official positions he held, when he must be presumed to 
have known of the crimes which were conmitted. 


Attention was drawn to the fact that Cerulli was at 
present employed on the Secretariat of the United Nations, 
in which oase, presumably, extensive enquiries must already 
have been made as to his past reoord and activities during 
the Fascist regime. It was the Committee's praotioe in 
all such oases where further information was known to exist 
regarding an accused person, to refer t he matter to the 
authorities concerned which had made the investigations, and 
to ask them to mako available to the Conmission any infor¬ 
mation which they might have concerning the accused. Under 
these circumstances the Conmittee did not consider that 
Cerulli should be listed even as a Witness. 

The case was accordingly adjourned and it was 
agreed that if the additional evidence now in Ethiopia 
was submitted before the Conrai3sion terminated its 
activities, the Committee would reoonsider the case and 
determine what further action was necessary ,

Sir Rol art ChAIGIE asked Colonel Muszkat .hether 
he n hied to maic ny comments on the case. 
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(6766 contd) Colonel MUSZKAT said that in his opinion the 

letters from the German banks, copies of which 
were attached to his letter of 24th March, were 
particularly relevant. They shaved that Kopf 
specialised in compulsory trusteeship and especially 
in taking ovei confiscated property in Germany. After 
the outbreak of war Kopf wanted to go to Poland to 
continue this work in connection with the activities 
of the Haupttreuhandstelle-Ost, and for this purpose 
he approached the banks, asking them for reconmenda- 
tions. These references shaved that he specialised 
in this field of finance organisation long before 1939, 
and he was therefore- well equipped to oontinue the 
work in Upper Silesia. 

In Kopf's awn statement, he did not deny his 
connection with the Haupttreuhundstelle-Ost, neither 
did he deny that he had ill-treatei Polish workers. 

Some of the witnesses on Kopf's behalf were so 
determined to prove that he was not involved in Ihe 
expropriation of movable property belonging to 
Polish citizens that they went so far as to say that 
Kopf brought his own furniture from Berlin. Colonel 
Muszkat thought it was hardly possible to believe that 
a German, holding such a high position as Kopf did 
in the Haupttreuhandstelle-Ost in Poland, would bring 
furniture all the way from Berlin which ho would not 
even be allowed to do by the German authorities. 

Witness Heinrich wartmann had said that if workers 
were ever ill-treated or exploited the Deutsch 
Ar'oeitsfrcnt or the Kreisbauernschaft tried and pro¬ 
secuted those guilty, thus admitting that cases of 
ill-treatment did occur. 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE said that reference was in 
regard only to one particular district, and did not 
necessarily implicate Kopf. 

Colonel MUSZKAT pointed out that in this 
particular district Kopf was head of the Haupttreu¬ 
handstelle-Ost, and was the man responsible for the 
whole of the trusteeship of confiscated property, 
private and public. Furthermore, in his am state¬ 
ment he had said; "Naturally a normal days work 
"was expected and action was taken against idleness, 
"cruelty to animals, and theft. In some cases I 
,r boxed the ears of anybody caught redhanded in an 
"offence whether a P 0 le or a German," This proved 
that Kopf took the law into his am hands a3 
regards his treatment of workers. 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE observed that it was 
characteristic of the Germans as a whole that they 
do box the ears of young people at slight 
provocation. Tliat, however, was not a \'ar crime. 

Colonel MUGZKAT remarked that Kopf stated 
else.;here that he slapped a person only once; "It 
"may be that I gave one of then a °lap ..hen I 
"found them guilty of such offences." 

3ir Robert CRAIGIE said he did net interpret 
that statement as meaning that Kopf literally 
slapped only one person. He had referred to 
"offences" in ttv plural, and clearly "meant that on 
occasions lie had riven offenders a slap. 
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Colonul MUSZKAT also referred to the statement 
made by Kopf's secretary, Gerda Markefka, that Kopf 
bought several pieces of furniture in Koenigshutte 
and had them brought to Sadov/a for furnishing the 
homes of the vorkers. Yet the same witness stated 
that Kopf brought the furniture from Berlin for him¬ 
self. Thus the statements were contradictory. 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE said it -seemed ol.„ar that some 
of the furniture was brought from Berlin and some of it 
was bought in Poland, 

Colonel MUSZKAT then referred to a photograph 
shov/ing Kopf as head of a deportation convoy. 

Dr. AARS RYNNINC asked how it was possible from 
the photograph to be sure that Kopf was in charge. 

Colonel MUSZKAT explained that the- photograph 
was taken and described by Germans during one of the 
convoys of Polish citizens deported from Czestochowa. 

Mr. KIMTNER observed that Kopf might be a by¬ 
stander so far as they could judge from the photo¬ 
graph. • 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE said he did not consider the 
photograph sufficient proof that Kopf was responsible 
for the deportations. The photograph may perhaps 
have been taken on Kopf's own estate, but that was not 
to say that he v/as in charge of the deportations. In 
his official capacity as head of the Treuhandstelle- 
Ost he v/ould be concerned in taking charge of any 
furniture belonging to persons who had been evicted, 
and making lists of such furniture or effects. 

Colonel MUSZKAT said he failed to understand why 
the- Committee bclie-vcd without questioning summarised 
statements of German witnesses, which ere for the 
most part made by his closest friends and collaborators, 
and refused to believe Polish witnesses and victims 
who gave facts quite to the contrary. 

He drew attention to one point of interest, '.'.'hen 
Kopf arrived at Sadov/a he had already been married 
ten years. '.."hen he v/as in Czestochowa he made the 
acquaintance of another woman v/hom he decided to 
marry in order to receive the- very considerable 
estate which she possessed. Since he Mad not pre¬ 
viously obtained a divorce ho was therefore guilty of 
bigamy. That showed the man's moral character. 

Dr.- AARS RYUNING said he personally attached 
little importance to the statements presented by the 
Germans. He was chiefly concerned with those 
submitted by Kopf himself and by the Polish witnesses, 
and thought it would be helpful if the Committee 
went into a few of the details concerning the latter. 

V,’ittie 33 Edward Sxrek said Kopf "was brutal and 
"scornful in his behaviour towards Poles, The salary 
"of all polish employees \r . reduced by 15 ^o for 
"special taxes". It seemed as though the witness 
v;as trying to link Kopf with the reduction of 15/5. 

Kopf, hov/ever, had nothing to do v/ith that, since it 
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(6766 contd.) Was a general regulation which applied everywhere in 
Poland, The same witness said he was beaten on his 
•face by Kopf, but did not mention hotr often or hew 
hard or for what reason. Further on his evidence was 
merely hearsay, "I heard that Kopf was acting as a 
"coimiiasar for deportation affairs, and that he was 
"collecting furniture left by the expelled population, 

"I have heard about the captured Soviet F0V7 in the 
"area of the farm. But I don't know nothing about it 
"that Kopf caused arrest or deportation to concentration 
"camps of any Poles on political grounds", 

Witness Jan Kuc stated: "It was generally known 

"that Kopf was acting as the Head for expulsion affairs,,, 
"Kopf's attitude towards P 0 les was hostile and scornful 
"and cases have occurred that he was beating Poles without 
"any reason". No concrete instances, however, are given. 

V/itneas Jan Borecki stated: "As regards the 

"attitude towards Poles, Kopf was sufficiently unfriendly 
"and often made use of physical violence without any 
"reason.,." but he did not point to any concrete case of 
ill-treatment as far as he himself was concerned. 

Colonel MUSZKAT said Borecki mentioned that he had 
been imprisoned for six months. 

Dr. AARS RYNN3NG replied that there was nothing in 
the evidence to link Kopf with the imprisonment. 

The foil.wing was xlso hearsay evidence; "I have 
"heard that in 1942 or as far as I remember in 1943 ... 

"It was generally known in this district that Kopf was 
"acting as a commissar of the Reich for the district 
"Lubliniec and was in charge of the property left by the 
"expelled Poles". The evidence was ve-ry general and 
vague; as VMS ilso the evidence of St nisi w Klucsniak 
when referring to confiscation of property by Kopf and 
the accuiaul tion of part of the property on his farm. 

Jit tie ss Eduard Miar a stated that "Kopf's attitude 
"towards Polish employees was unfriendly and Kopf was 
"treating Poles scornfully, not seldom used his whip on 
"his employees and often without any reason..." but he did 
not say that he himst-lf was ever whipped nd does not 
mention anyone who was whipped, 'iliara Iso said that 
he "went to Kopf with a request to be continually 
"employed on hi; farm,,," fhy should he have made 
such a request if Kopf v . ; cruel .o hu 'was alleged 

to have been? 

Colonel MU52KAT eXpl 1 ' in...i that ii anyone was 
found unemployed he was s . nt to Germ ny for forced 
labour, which w Mild be much worse. 

Dr. JeU-,' RY] TJ INC drov attention t another 
statement by the ox itne . . "1 suspect Kopf that 

"it wa due t him I was gut in labour crap..." but 
there v,-vs not th. slights t tvi ienco that, Kopf was in 
any way responsible for th t. 

’/itnr.. -. Bole, la-..* Kuch- rnki referred t.o "a tall 
"dark man, .:ho . ther pe pie t .-Id mi , v Jilhelm 
"Kopf,.," Thi.- .itne-T r ■ apparently nly told by 
others th t tuc ; rr n in .ucotion •; K f, and admits 
that h did n .t kn a• hi;, him; elf. 


/ 
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Witness Ignacy Bielecki admitted. also that he only 
knew "from hearsay that the action of expulsion was 
"directed by Wilhelm Kopf". 

Witness Bronislaws. Rogaozewska admitted that she did 
not get to know Kopf’s name until after the expulsion from 
Krzepice, 

Y/itness Leon Tylikowski stated that "Besides affecting 
"other people the above commission for expulsion arrived 
"at the shop rand house of my employer Rudlicki, Among 
"them was present Kopf Jilheh, who directed the whole 
"action of expulsion". This was definitely not true 
beoause Kopf was not a member of such a commission; he 
was concerned only with the administration of any 
property which the deportees left behind. 

Dr. AARS RYNNING observed that if all that the 
witnesses stated was true, he could not see why the 
court interrogating did not ask them for specific 
instances of ill-treatment and deportation and more 
particulars regarding the looting of property in order 
to make it quite clear that Kopf was responsible for 
those particular acts. If Kopf had seriously ill- 
treated them they would surely have been eager to give 
more detailed descriptions in their statements. 

On the other hand, the statement made by Kopf him¬ 
self, although somewhat brief, seemed to him to be honest, 
since he admitted that he occasionally slapped some of 
the youths - and he would not have admitted this if he 
had wanted to conceal the true facts. 

Lord ,*IG!2E said that what Dr. Aar 3 Rynning had 
stated expressed very clearly what had already been in 
his mind when he had considered the 'question - that all 
the charges were much too general. Ho himself did not 
attach very much importance to the evidence given by 
Kopf *3 secretary and personal friends, because naturally 
any German would do his utmost to defend ont. of his own 
countrymen. He had read all the documents through very 
carefully and his impression was that there was nothing 
in them which would have justified an English magistrate 
to commit a man for a crime. There were two points to 
bear in mind: First, if a person was to be charged 

for any crime it rust be done with particularity; 
secondly, the charge must be capable of being construed 
as a war crime. According to the charges enumerated 
in Set D, of tile affidavits submitted, four of them 
were described as crimes against humanity. according 

to his interpretation and understanding of the term 
there was nothing in the evidence uub.nitted wP.ich could 
conceivably be regarded .as constituting t. crime against 
humanity. The fifth charge was given as plunder of 
private property belonging to Polish civilians between 
the years 1941 nd 1945. Here again he had not been 
able to find anything in the evidence sufficient to 
justify that charge. The evidence was in fact as vague 
and as general as that t*iven in the original case, where 
it merely stated that Kopf "participated in evictions and 
"carried out numerous confiscation ". 

Sir Robert CR/.iGlE drew attention to the description 
of Kopf which war given by certain Polish witnesses in 
connection with th. eviction and deport t.i.n of Polish 
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citizens. Witness Boleslav; Kuoharski referred to "a 
"tall dark man, who .3 other people told me, was Vilhelm 
"Kopf.,.". Witness Leon Tylikowski also described Kopf 
as a "tall man". Sir Robert said Vie had made enquiries 
regarding Kopf's height, and had been informed tha£ he 
v/as just belay medium height - five feet, e-ight inches - 
so that he could hardly be described as a "tall" man. 
Neither was he dark. According to a reliable witness, 
Justus Danckwerts, Kopf went grey‘at an early age; in 
1928 his hair was already "grey with a few black strands". 

Either there was another person by the name of Kopf 
who was responsible for the evictions, or else the 
witnesses merely assumed that it v/as K ;pf because of his 
connection with the Treuhandstelle-Ost; but it was 
apparent that there had been some mist ike in identity 
so far as the individual responsible for this particular 
charge was concerned. 

Dr. AARS RYNNING added that he wished to stress that 
he would not have hesitated to agree that Kopf's name 
should remain on the Commission's List if he had been 
convinced by the evidence of the Polish witnesses. With 
regard to the act of slapping certain persons on the face, 
Kopf was certainly not within his disciplinary rights, 
but in no event would this slapping, in nis opinion, 
constitute a war crime, Neither did he think a prima 
facie case v/as established as regards complicity in 
tlie eviction;: end confiscations, 

Mr. K INTI IE R observed that a pro .t leal of the 
evidence of the Folioh witnesses definitely contradicted 
that submitted by the defence, If tie Committee were 
to decide between the conflicting evidence submitted by 
both sides, they would be assuming a judicial function 
outside their jurisdiction. For that reason he felt 
that the matter was one t > be decided by the extradition 
authorities in Germany who had power to make the 
necessary invest!gations. 

On the evidence submitted to the Can.tittue Mr, 

KU'iTNER did nM consider a prima facie case v/as 
established, and he proposed that Kopf's nine should 
be removed from the Coi-mi’sion's List. 

Dr. ZEMAN said that with regard tv the charge of 
ill-treatment, he did not consider the evidence to be 
too general because Kopf himself admitted that on 
certain occasions he did hit workers, It was true 
that that in itself v/as not a war crime, but why 
should it have been necessary even for him to ic that 
if, as he said, he had nothing t. 1 /ith the 
administration of the estate? In spite f generalities 
there were -t least eight clear at Me icnte that a blow 
was given here nd there. To him that seemed to be 
a case for ill-treatment. One w uli not expect a 
man of Kopf's . rals, a-. C 1 on 1 M u sskat had described 
him, to tre t pe fairly r justly. Even if a 
youth did require punishment, that lid not entitle a man 
of character or int-lli vnet t. b t. him up. One Polish 
witness st ted, moreover, th t Kg f c pell,. his 
employees ' a rk sixteen n.-u/a I y und.-.r very bad 

condit. a n". 

Sir Robert CRAIG IE p inted ut th -t J.1 l 1 .m worker;: 
h v-- t V. rk lonv Avoi in Ii rv> 1 - t i..a . 














Dr. ZB.1AN agreed., but said the men were not paid 
overtime and there was no evidence to show that it 
was only in harvest-time. 

Sir Robert CRAIG IE said that a German ’.vitness, 
Markefka, definitely stated that extra hours were worked 
at the harvest. Another witness, Rudolf Schipke, said 
that all overtime was fully paid. 

Dr. ZEMAN pointed out that one had also to take into 
consideration the general policy of the "herrenvolk". 

The Polish slave labourers would be made to work in most 
inhumane ooneutions. There was no hard and fast rule as 
to the degree of beating necessary to constitute the 
crime of ill-treatment. Hitherto the Committee had 
listed many owners of estates for much less, and he could 
not imagine Kopf being an exception to the usual type 
of German owner. He did not consider the instances of 
ill-treatment as slight offences at all, and thought 
there was ample evidence to constitute a prima facie 
case. 


Sir Robert CRAIGIE referred to the evidence of the 
German witnesses concerning the charge of ill-treatment. 
Allowing for the fact that they might have been anxious 
to see the stigna removed from Kcpf's name, their 
statements nevertheless were a good deal clearer and 
were more specific than those oft he Polish witnesses. 

Sir Robert referred to the testimony of Martha 
Stephan, an old inhabitant of the village of Sadowa, who 
know all the workers on the estate. From her des¬ 
cription of the Polish witnesses it was evident that 
many of them were at the time quite young boy3 who were 
known to be lazy and troublesome. In all cases where 
troublesome workers are punished they naturally boar a 
grudge against their employer. Their evidence as a 
result is less convincing. It appeared that Kopf had 
been a man who domomded efficient service from his 
employees and insisted on his estate being well run, 
therefore it v/as quite understandable that he might box 
a young boy's ears if he was lazy or impertinent. In 
one case it was recorded that a boy's mother actually 
asked that he should be treated firmly since he was 
difficult to control. 

Dr. ZEMAN said that the idea that Kopf was a man 
of integrity and load no concern whatsoever in evicting 
Poles or confiscating their property, was inconsistent 
with the fact that he received such excellent recom¬ 
mendations from the banks by peopl* .vho were obviously 
good Nazis since they ended their letters with "He.il 
Hitler!" '.Thether Kopf actually participated in the 

evictions or confiscations v/as a matter for the 
competent court to decide, but there was ample evidence 
that he was an accomplice t those activities, and he 
therefore- proposed that Kopf's nmie should remain on 
the Commission's List for complicity in those two crimes, 
as Well as for ill-treatment. 


Sir Robert CRAIG IE asked whether Dr. Zeman's 
proposal was bared on the fact that Kopf v/as actually 
present at the time of the deportations, or on the 
fact that he appropriated the property belonging to the 
deportees. 
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Dr. ZEfeW! re lied that his proposal v.wa based on 
both points. 

Sir Robert CRAIGIF read to the Committee a verbal, 
detailed at'tament made by Kopf to a British interrogator 
in regard to the purchases he had made - largely on 
behalf f his employees - of the furniture left behind by 
Polish citizens, and furniture .vluch re-ained unclaimed. 

If the Comnitte-e accepted tint statement - and he hiir.eeIf 
was prepared to accept it - there was nothing there which 
could possibly constitute a v-.r crime. 

Colonel MUSZKAT stated that six months ago Kcpf had 
been listed as a war criminal on evidence which was not 
nearly so complete as that which they now hd before them. 
The members of the Committee had been quite satisfied with 
the material whin they had listed Kopf. New Sir Robert 
Craigie, Mr. Kintner and Dr, Aars Rynning had changed 
their minds, in spite of fuller evidence from the 
witnesses. Y/hy? Presumably because Kopf was now 
identified as an official holding a high position in the 
British ,7 ,one of Germany, Nevertheless Sir Robert 
Craigie had agreed that criminal activities had 
occurred, but refused to believe that Kopf was the man 
responsible. It wo a even suggested that it might be a 
case of mistaken identity. The Committee was not a 
judicial b.dy deciding between the evidence submitted by 
two sides. Its duty Was simply to say whether or not 
there vras •. rima facie case, nd apparently somebody 
must have been responsible for the cases of ill-treatment, 
for trie deportation of civilians from Czestochowa, and for 
the confiscoti n >f their property. Kopf, being the 
he'd of a branch jf the Tr. uhandstelle-Ost, must be 
presumed to have been responsible- v.t least in participating 
in the confiscation of property taken from Polish 
civilians. 


Sir Robert CRAIGIK said that assumption was not 
necessarily ccrr.ct. According to the evidence before' them, 
the main function if the Trcuh-andott lle-Ost was to 
take over the custody of property confiscated or 
abandoned -.nd to maintain property values. 

Colonel i-fJSZKAT r.oid the Coirmittee had dealt with 
many previous char a , implicating the Trouha.ndstellc, 
and from th findings of the- International Military 
Tribun 1 they knew wh t kind of an organic’ tion it vr-.s. 

It. was responsible n >t merely for recording the 
confiscated property but for administering the sale of 
it, the proceeds _f which went towards the financing 
of the Nazi army. There ••/as no d ubt that it was a 
criminal institution. Kopf war, a very able mar., well 
qualified to be in charge f such -ctivfties, and that 
was why he was o inti at on receiving the position m 
head of the Lublln.-t;; Branch of th Treuhandstulle. 

Col jr.el MUrzk-.t c ,uld rat, sec that the Committee 
had any grounds i\,r removing Korf- name from the Lfet 
of '■-■v Criminal.’.

point of viow, Nevertheless there were one or two 

observations he wished to make in regard to his con¬ 
clusions. Colonel Musakat had said that the Committee, 
having taken their decision to list Kopf last November 
on the basis of extracts from witnesses' statements, 
were now inclined to go back on their decision in spite 
of the fact that they were now in possession of fuller 
statements. Sir Robert said that he had in fact, been 
more impressed by the shorter extracts on which the 
accused was originally listed than by the more detailed 
statements, since the latter revealed that much of the 
evidence was mere hearsay - certainly in regard to 
confiscation of property. 

Colonel Muszkat had said that the Committee was 
not a judicial body and was not therefore entitled to 
decide between conflicting evidence submitted by both 
sides. The fact was that had the Coauittee been In 
possession of the- fuller evidence of the Polish witnesses 
Last November when the case was decided, he for one 
would never have agreed to list Kopf on the basis of 
that evidence, quite apart from the question of his 
official position. In the first place, he did not 
consider that Kopf had definitely been identified as a 
participant in the evictions and deportations and so far a3 ill- 
treatment was concerned the evidence of the Polish 
witnesses was -altogether too vague and did not relate to 
any specific incidents, V/ith regard to the charge of 
confiscation of property, Sir Robert said he was 
prepared to accept the statement made- by Kopf that the 
articles of furniture required by him were paid for at 
the official rate laid down by the occupying Power, 

V/hatever conclusion the- Committee might reach, 
however, the case would come before the extradition 
tribunal in Herford, and he was quite sure that it 
would receive dispassionate consideration by the 
British authorities. 

Dr. AARS RYNKING said that with regard to 
Colonel Muszkat's statement that members had changed 
their opinion on the case since last Nov.-mber, Dr, 

Aars Rynning insisted on his right to do so if the 
circumstances justified it. On several occasions 
both in the Comaission and in Committee 1 he had 
expressed dissatisfaction with the meagre amount of 
evidence which was sometimes submitted to the Committee 
in various casts. Dr. Aars Rynning lid not think it 
was correct to cay that the Committee were not a 
judicial body - to some extent they were, since their 
decisions had a serious and far-reaching effect on the 
future life of the accused arsons. ^udiatur et 
altera pars had been a Ion.* established principle of 
law derived from Roman law. Because of the nature of 
the Commission's .ark this principle w n : n t generally 
applicable in their deliberati ns, but whenever the 
opportunity occurred to apply it without c ,o: lde-rablo 
delay, he believed it should be applied. 

Dr. Aars Fiynning was .f the opinion that the 
evidence of the Palish witnesses now be A re the Committee

Sir Robert CRAIGIE suggested that they should vote 
on Mr, Kintner's proposal to,remove Kopf's name from 
the Commission's List of war criminals. 

Colonel MQ8ZKAT asked whether the- Committee -would 
first -f all vote on the question of reclassifying Kopf 
from war crimin'! to suspect. 

The Committee decided to vote on the proposal to 
reclassify Kopf from w r criminal to suspect, ponding 
submission of further evidence,

Dr. ZE.LJI voted for the proposal; Sir Robert 
CRAIGIE, Mr, KINTNER and Dr. LARS R INNING voted 
against the pr sposal, The proposal was therefore lost. 

Tne Committee then voted on the proposal to remove 
Kopf's name from the Commission's List of war 
criminals. 

Sir Robert CP I:-Id, hr. KINTIJER and Dr. AAR3 HYKNING 
were in f .vour of the- prop osal; Dr. ZE.LAN voted against 
the proposal.

II. Consideration of two Polish Cases. 

Financial case 7347. 

This case was adjourned* on 19th February in order that 
the United Kingdom .and United States Representatives might 
have an opportunity of obtaining the views of their Govern¬ 
ments. 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE said that so far as tin- United King¬ 
dom were concerned, they doubted whether the financial measures 
undertaken by the Germans in Poland did in fact constitute a 
war crime. Most of the measures had also be taken by all 
four Allies in Germany, and did not in themselves constitute 
a bre:ch of Interactional Law. Even if it was shown that the 
measures so exceeded reasonability a3 to be breaches of 
International Law, that still did not make them necessarily 
war crimes. His Goverrarent considered that the question was 
of a highly technical nature, and would require a great deal 
of extensive research and study, which was impracticable so 
far as the Conmission was concerned since they were on that day 
terminating their activities. The British Government, moreover, 
considered that it would be improper for such a question to be 
settled in the Courts of any one country as would happen should 
the persons concerned bo extradited to Poland. 

Sir Robert said Vic wished to make it clear that the 
attitude of the British Government did not rise from want 
ol' sympathy with the Polish nation, or failure to appreciate 
the appalling oc inxiic conditions arising out of the 
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( 7347 contd.) German occupation, but -as due entirely to the difficulty 

of,determining, without further investigation, whether 
and to what extent those activities should be considered 
as war crimes. The Polish authorities would, neverthe¬ 
less, be at liberty to bring the case before the extra¬ 
dition authorities in Germany or take any other steps 
which they might choose. 

Mr. KIIdlNER said his Government were also of the 
opinion that the case was one which would require much 
fuller investigation than was practicable at this closing 
stage of the Coumission's activities. 

Dr. AARS HYNNIhG said his views were the same as those 
expressed when the case was discussed on 19th February, 
namely, that as regards some of the charges he considered 
that a war crime had been established, and he would be 
prepared to vote for listing the four named individuals 
at least as 'itnesses. 

Dr. ZKlAN said his views on the case were also the sane 
as those expressed on 19th February. He realised that it 
might be a border-line case, but saw no reason why the 
benefit of the doubt should be given to the culprits and 
not to the victims. Ji v considered the Polish suggestion 
to list the four individuals as .'itnesses to be a very 
modest request. 

Colonel MUS5KAT said the Committee h id already some 
experience in similar types of cases ’when they dealt with 
the French case 4695 involving the black market operations 
of the Germans in France. From the Judgment of the 
■"urenbefg Tribunal and the decision of the Commission 
regarding the French case it was clear tliat if some 
requisitions or goods ere exacted by the occupation 
authorities‘in such a way that they were concealed under 
formal occup d,ion costs such acts were to be considered 
as criminal. Further, from the regulations of the Hague 
Convention it is clear that the occupying authorities have 
no right to alter the legislation of occupied territory, 
or to take from the occupied country more than is necessary 
for the expenses of the occupation army. From the present 
Polish case it is evident that the Germans violated Polish 
legislation, and managed to exact from Polish territory not 
only goods and ine ns necessary for t.he needs of their 
occupying armies, but they simply used the polish territory 
in order to finance their war purposes. This was an 
undoubted violation of the laws and customs of war. 

The two points raised by Dr. Zivkovic in his comments 
on the- case concerned interference \/ith re - so nobly 
conceived requirements of military necessity nd failure 
to respect the- existing Polish laws. It was known that 
in other occupied countries tile Germans did respect in a 
certain measure th-: legislation of those c intries and they 
did not change the existing administration of finance or 
of the bank: f issue. In the case of Poland, however, 
the position.was quite different. 

Finally, Colonel Muetfk-t referred to tlu fact that juat 
recently th. Goaiulssion hid JJ ted n certain Gunther 
Altenburr., Greek case 6316, for crimes of • similar nature 
coumitted in Greece. He did net think therefore that the 
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CkDmmitt.ee tiad ny reason to treat. the Polish' case 
differently from the French of Greek cases. 


T v Foli'ah Government requested therefore the 
Committee to list the four named individuals at least 
as '.vitnesses so that they might be interrogated, and the 
financial criminal policy in occupied Poland 
investigated. 

Dr. ZE.LAN observed that the Committee's principle of 
refusing to list persons as witnesses unless a war crime 
had first been established whs not applicable in this 
case, since there was no clear indication that there was 
no war crim r . 

Mr. KL’.TIh'I; id tiv t his Government were not in 
favour of listing anyone as witness unless a war 
crime nnd been definitely established. 

Sir Robert CRAIG 2E said he personally had been very 
much impressed by what Colonel Muszknt had stated, and by 
the desirability f invest! rat .in.-: the question in order 
te> find out v/Lethor exploitation of that kind, even by 
measure; hich are perfectly le gitimate if taken in 
moderation, docs not constitute a vrar crime. On that 
around he would b- prepared T o ibstain from voting on 
the qui stion f listing the named individuals concerned.

Colonel MUa2K.iT said that 2.3 the present meeting vbj the list 
to be held by Committee I he ..lulled to drew attention to the following 
fact3. Several war criminals lready listed by Committee I whose 
apprehension md extradition had been requested were be in.- allowed to 
enjoy full freedom of movement in Europe and were using their freedom to 
exert a dangerous political influence. he gave two ouch instances 
involving the accused Bohun and Toebbena, Toebbcna had been extradited 
by the American authorities to the Poll sh authorities, but on his way to 
Poland eight months ago he had escaped from the train and had returned to 
Germany. According to information received by the Polish National Office, 
Toebbens was taking an active part in conspiracies against P 0 land in 
Germany. So Iso was Bohun, whose extradition had been ordered by the 
Legal Division of OMGUS, but who had not beer. :landed ever up to date. 
Colonel Muszknt thought it wan important to draw attention to these fiicts 
which were by rio means isolated cases. 


Colonel Muszkat said he had -ljo been instructed by his Govern¬ 
ment to state in regard to the Committee's d cision to remove the name of 
’Vilhelm Kopf from the list of war criminals, that the Palish'Government 
did not think this decision -was justified and was of the opinion that it 
had certain political implications. The fact that uch a person was allowed 
to hold an influential position in Germany was dangerous to the cause of 
peace. Furthermore, the office which a person holds, however high, 
cannot be taken into consideration when determining a man's guilt. Kopf 
himself had confessed that he war, connecte€ with the daunttreuhandstelle- 
Ost, a criminal institution set up by the de-man occupying authorities to 
deal with the property confiscated from the civilian population; he had 
confessed to ill-treatment of several slave lab users, and to taking for 
himself confiscated movable property. This vr. • sufficient proof that the 
polish charge .s fully justified frou. •- 1. 1 point of’ view. Therefore, 

his Government refused to take into consideration the recent lecision of 
the Committee to remove Kopf' ' tnnw from the lire of war criminals, and 
had decided, in the interests if justice and of rer.ee, to support the 
charge before the proper Allied -.uthorities in Ge many. 

Gir Robert CRAIGIE said that so far a*, he per. <n ,lly was concerned 
he felt obliged to protest again:,t reiteration of th.i charge that tho 
decision to remove Kopf'' n:imo from the Comni. a ion', list had certain 
political implications having w aru to the pc. 2 tioft which Kopf held in 
the British Zone of’-Germany. lie had already expr* a '-cd ,i views and those 
of his Government on that particul- r guest 1 . a jh < ach occasion when the case 
had been considered, as well -t the last meet in - when the final decision 
was taken to remove Kopf'r n-rtu. fr vu the Commission'a Hot.
